Reports having reached the War Department to the 


effect that great destitution prevails among the Indians 
and Esquimos in Alaska, particularly in the Seward 
Peninsula, General Frederick Funston has been in- 
structed to investigate the situation and recommend the 
necessary measures of relief, and he will leave for 


Alaska in a few days. Meanwhile he has sent a com- 
munication to the War Department in the course of 
which he says: “As I spent at one time two and a 
valf years in Alaska, under such circumstances that | 
lived almost entirely among the natives, both Indians 
and Esquimos, I feel justified in making a few obser- 
vations on these people in advance of my coming to 
the territory. Ten years ago, not counting the 
small! mining towns of the southeast coast and _ isl- 
ands, such as Sitka, Juneau and a few others, there 
were not fifty white men in all Alaska, or less than one 
to every 10,000 square miles. To my own certain per- 
knowledge, in 1894 the moose and caribou in the

enti valley of the Yukon and on the west .coast 
had been practically exterminated. The natives had ob- 
tained breech-loading rifles from the whalers some 


twenty years before and slaughtered the great herds 
of game with the most reckless prodigality. The animals 


were given no rest at any season, and were all but ex- 
terminated. ‘There are still, or at least were in 1893 
and "94, great droves of caribou on the Porcupine 
River in Northeastern Alaska and between that river 


and the Arctic Ocean. I have seen as many as 2,000 
in a single herd, and saw more than 6,000 in a single 
ay. I most earnestly recommend that an Army officer, 
or a special agent of one of the other departments of 
the Government, be placed .in general control of the 
Eskimos of Alaska, his relations to them being similar 
to that of an Indian agent in this country. The Eski- 
mos should not be collected on a reservation, but it 
should be the duty of the agent and his subordinates 
to insist that they catch fish during the run of salmon 


and punish for vagrancy those who refuse to work. 
No natives should be allowed to remain near a mining 
camp or Army post except those who are steadily at 
work. The agent should have magisterial powers and 
use them liberally to compel absolute obedience to his 


authority. With this plan there would be no starving 
Eskimos and no need for charity.”

dmiral Dewey, President of the General Board 
of the Navy, has recommended the immediate establish- 





ment of a naval coaling station at Dutch Harbor, 
Aluska, and as the site has already been approved by 
Reir Admiral Bradford, Chief of the Bureau of Equip- 


ment of the Navy Department, as well as by the Presi- 
dent of the United States, it is understood that the 
will be undertaken without delay. The plans 
co.ltemplate a station with a storage capacity for 5,000 
tons of coal to cost about $51,000, and fortunately the 
money required is already available. The availability 
an] strategic importance of Dutch Harbor as a site 
for a coaling station have long been appreciated by 
Navy officers. It is located on one of the Aleutian 
Islands, on the direct commercial route between the ports 
of Behring Sea and Southern Alaska and the Pacific 
const of the United States. The harbor is spacious, 
deey and well sheltered, and is rapidly becoming the 
mest important commercial outpost in that part of the 
world. With a coal supply at Dutch Harbor the Navy 
will have six bases of that character in the Pacific in 
a hain beginning at San Diego and extending to San 
Francisco, Puget Sound, Sitka and Honolulu, with a 
seventh in prospect on the Island of Guam. The value 
of Dutch Harbor as the site of the projected station 
is partially indicated by the fact that it is almost, if 


work 


not quite, 2,000 miles from that point to the nearest 
deposits of coal adapted to naval purposes. Rear Ad- 
miral Bradford, Chief of the Bureau of Equipment of 
the Navy Department, in his report approving Dutch 
Harbor as a site for a naval coaling station, says: 
“Attention is invited to one of the great political ques- 
tions of the day, viz., the settlement of the boundary 
line between the United States and Canada. There is 
abundant evidence going to show that the spirit of 
Canada on this matter may be considered as threaten- 
ing. Between Alaska¢and the continental limits of the 
United States is located the domain of a foreign country. 
The territory separating Alaska has good harbors and 
ample interior waters and this fact alone constitutes 
a great strategic advantage to a possible opponent. It 
certainly constitutes a strong reason why the sinews of 
war, whatever they may be, should be stored in 
Alaska.”

President Roosevelt’s recent utterances as to the 
necessity for American control on the Pacific have pro- 
voked the deep displeasure of the Berlin newspapers, one 
of which, the Vossische Zeitung, declares that Buropean 
powers possess “more ancient rights in the Pacific than 
the United States, which has acquired a standing in 
that ocean only through the annexation of the Philip- 
pines.” The impression of our German contemporary 
that the United States was without status or influence 
in the Pacific until the acquisition of the Philippines is 
distinctly fantastic. We had a definite footing in Samoa 
long before the acquisition of the Philippines was ever 
dreamed of, and aside from that we had gained by the 
annexation of Hawaii a position of unequalled import- 
ance, both commercially and strategically, in the mid- 
waters of the Western ocean. If in addition to those 
possessions it is kept in mind that we have a coast line 
on the Pacific far greater in its reaches than that of any 
other nation, the proposition that we are entitled to 
and must establish a dominant influence in those waters 
will be recognized everywhere as logical and consistent, 
except, perhaps, in the editorial rooms of our Berlin 
contemporaries. The vastness of those areas of Amer 
ican territory immediately bordering on the Pacific is so 
little known to our German cousins that it is worthy 
of their serious consideration. The States of California, 
Oregon and Washington alone have an area of 323,570 
square miles, or 100,000 more than the German Empire. 
It to the area of those States we add Alaska, with its 
570,000 square miles, the Philippines with 115,528 and 
Hawaii with 7,629, there is a total area of 1,016,727 
square miles of United States territory all fronting on 
the Pacific—a territory more than five times as large 
as the entire German Empire, The coast line of this 
territory is nearly, if not quite, 6,000 miles in extent, 
and with the exception of Hawaii and the islands re 
cently acquired from Spain, it was all American terri- 
tery before the present German Empire came into ex- 
istence.

In the course of a paper on the training of army 
officers published in the current number of the Journal 
of the Military Service Institution, Lieut. Col. James 
Regan, 9th U.S. Infantry, contends that as soon as 
young officers graduate from the schools of application, 
to which they should be sent upon entering the Service, 
they ought then to be placed in the field at once where 
they may experience the difficulties of the soldier's life, 
study their men and make practical application of their 
newly acquired knowledge. As for the West Point 
graduates, Colonel Regan says: “I have always thought 
that the star men of the classes at West Point, those to 
enter the engineers, ought, instead of being sent to u 
post, to be placed in or attached to the big engineering 
enterprises of the country, such as the Brooklyn bridges, 
the subway, etc. In this way they would be quickly 
broadened, and not move along slowly upon mediocre 
works, however necessary. The young engineers, under 
undoubted experts, should have a year or two of such 
training. And so of the Artillery officers, who should 
be sent to our ursenals or civilian plants where our large 
guns and shells are manufactured.” This suggestion 
with reference to the Engineers is highly interesting 
Engineer officers of the Army are so frequently called 
upon to direct great construction projects under civilian 
control, and have so fully demonstrated their superior 
fitness for such work, that a sort of post graduate 
course for the star graduates from the Military Academy 
along the lines indicated by Colonel Regan would doubt- 
less be an excellent arrangement. Whether it could be 
carried into effect is open to question. 


A correspondent of the London Times, who expresses 
a favorable opinion of the French Army, in connection 
with the maneuvers at Vincennes early in May, says: 
“I am supported by the authority of two foreign officers 
of long experience in stating that yesterday’s display 
at Vincennes was decidedly creditable from a military 
point of view. Indeed, it surpassed the expectations of 
a distinguished professor at the United States Military 
Academy at West Point, who was good enough to com- 
municate his impressions to me. He was agreeably sur- 
prised at the evidence it afforded of effective drill and 
discipline given in the marching of the infantry and the 
riding of the mounted troops. The occasion was of a 
character to afford a good general view of the capacity 
of the French Army in certain respects. There were 
present on the field about 18,000 men of all arms, in- 





cluding a battalion of Zouaves, a battalion of chasseurs 
a pied, two battalions of colonial infantry, a division 
of regular infantry, a company of engineers, a cavalry 
division composed of Cuirassiers, Dragoons, Hussars, 
and its complement of light artillery, and last, but by no 
means least, the division of field artillery with the new 
heavy guns.” This is of special interest, as it gives an 
expression of opinion as to the present condition of the 
French army from a United States Army officer. It may 
be assumed that the distinguished professor referred to is 
Col. 8. E. Tillman, who is travelling abroad. 

Major Azel Ames, formerly Brigade Surgeon, U.S: 
Volunteers, has a paper in the May number of the 
Journal of the Association of Military Surgeons which 
graphically describes one of the really great things 
accomplished in Porto Rico by the United States Army 
during the military occupation. It is the story of how 
the people of the island were rescued from an epidemic 
of small pox by a campaign of wholesale vaccination 
relentlessly prosecuted by medical officers of the Army. 
On February 1, 1899, there were more than 3,000 
cases of small pox in the island. Every district was inu- 
fected, the disease was rapidly spreading and there 
were no effective means of fighting it. On the date 
named the military authorities instituted a- general 
policy of compulsory vaccination and in four months 
860,000 persons out of a total population of 960,000 
had been vaccinated. In more than 87 per cent. of all 
cases the vaccination was successful and by July 1 small 
pox had virtually disappeared from the island. The 
people had been saved from disease and death, and as 
against a yearly average of 621 deaths from small pox 
prior to 1899, there were last year only two deaths 
from that cause. These simple facts briefly describe 
one of the noblest conquests ever achieved by any army 
—the conquest of pestilence in behalf of a helpless 
people. 





-— 
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Now that the permanent treaty between the United 
States and Cuba has been signed by the representatives 
of both governments, the relations between the two 
countries have reached a solid and definite basis. The 
treaty simply gives the force of law to the Platt amend- 
ment to the Cuban constitution, whereby Cuba pledges 
herself never to enter into any treaty or other compact 
with any other power which will impair or tend to im- 
pair her independence. The treaty stipulates that the 
United States may intervene to preserve the indepen- 
dence of Cuba, that Cuba shall not contract any public 
debt without establishing a sinking fund to provide for 
its payment and that all acts of the United States in 
Cuba during the military occupation shall be held legal 
and binding. Inasmuch as the United States would 
necessarily be the judge in cases involving the integrity 
of any of these provisions, it will be seen that the treaty 
places Cuba largely under the control of the Government 
at Washington. In return for the concessions she has 
made in this respect, Cuba has received a more formal 
guaranty of American protection than has ever been 
given to any other nation.

A correspondent informs us that he is proposing to 
organize a society composed of past and present officers 
of the Regular Army, Veteran Reserve Corps, Volun- 
teers and Militia who are regular communicants of the 
Catholic Church. He invites correspondence on the 
subject and requests that he may make our office a 
bureau for the receipt and transmission of his letters. 
We regret that we cannot oblige him. The impropriety 
of using the ARMy AND Navy JOURNAL as a medium of 
a religious propaganda of any sort is obvious and we do 
not believe that the Army can be or should be so used. 
Content as they are in the enjoyment of their religion, 
and fully assured of the truth and the vital importance 
of the doctrines they profess, the Catholics in the Army 
are not likely to be so ill advised as to attempt to 
separate themselves from their fellow soldiers on doc- 
trinal lines and thus awaken in the Army the sentiment 
of religious intolerance which has no place there. We 
advise our correspondent to seek some more appropriate 
medium for exploiting his propaganda. 

In an article on “Poor American Marksmanship the 
National Menace,” H. Irving Hancock says, in Leslie’s 
Weekly: “The remedy for our present deterioration 
in marksmanship is not hard to find. The first ingred- 
ient in the remedy must be an awakened public interest 
in the whole subject of markmanship. Parents should 
provide target rifles for boys who are old enough to be 
trusted with them. Gun clubs and hunting clubs should 
be organized. The War Department should receive 
a sufficient appropriation for the creation of special 
rifle ranges on or near every military reservation, and 
competent instructors should be provided from among 
the commissioned officers of the Army. Money prizes 
might be awarded for the best scores in some of the 
classes, but badges and medals, given by the War De- 
partment to young civilians who make the best scores, 
would do much more to stimulate the present waning 
interest in rifle practice among Americans.”

For the benefit of those in this country who continue 
to address officers of the General Alava, Philippine 
Squadron, the information is published that the General 
Alaya was placed out of commission at the Cavite Naval 
Station some time ago. 
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Among prospective promotions in the Army none 
will be approved more heartily than that of Colonel 
Charles A. Woodruff, present senior colonel of the Sub- 
sistence Department, who, in July, will be promoted 
tw brigadier zeneral and placed on the retired list. For 
Colonel Woodruff is justly recognized as a magnificent 
type of the American officer and gentleman, whose su- 
perb qualities as man and soldier, as exemplified in a 
long and useful career, have added dignity and honor 
to the Service of which he is a member. Entering the 
Army as a private of the 10th Vermont Volunteers in 
1862, he was promoted successively corporal, sergeant 
and second lieutenant until four wounds received in the 
battle at Cold Harbor, Va., compelled his discharge in 
1865 with a full pension which he relinquished in 1866. 
Although he was on crutches from June, 1864 to January, 
1866, he qualified for admission to the Military Academy 
in 1867, and on graduating in 1871 was promoted sec- 
ond lieutenant in the 7th U.S. Infantry and served in 
several Indian campaigns in the west in the two years 
immediately following. He took part in the Sioux ex- 
pedition of 1876, and in the Nez Percés campaign of 
1877, in which year he was promoted first lieutenant. 
He was wounded twice in the battle at Big Hole Pass 
in 1877, and for gallant conduct in that engagement he 
received a brevet. He was promoted captain and as- 
signed to the Subsistence Department in 1878, promoted 
major in 1892, to lieutenant colonel in 1898 and to col- 
onel and assistant commissary general in the same 
year. Colonel Woodruff received brevets for gallant 
and meritorious services in the battle of Gettysburg, 
for gallant and meritorious services in the battle of 
Trevillian station, for good conduct and gallant service 
during the Civil War, and received the Medal of Honor 
for distinguished gallantry in action at Newby’s Cross 
Roads, Va., July 24. 1863, while serving as a first lieu- 
tenant of Artillery. Of the six wounds he has received. 
one was in the right leg, one in the right thigh, one in 
the left thigh, one in the left heel, one in the right 
shoulder and one in the head, the wound in the right 
leg received at Cold Harbor still requiring surgical 
dressing. During the Spanish war Colonel Woodruff 
rendered valuable service in Cuba and was subsequently 
transferred to the Philippines, where he was on duty as 
Chief Commissary of the Division for nearly three years 
preceding his transfer to the Department of California 
a few months ago, where he has since served in a similar 
capacity. An officer of the highest ideals of duty, a 
gentleman in the truest sense of the term, a fighting 
soldier whose record is worthy of the best traditions 
of the Army, a lawyer, orator and wit of unfailinz 
charm—Colonel Woodruff is eminently deserving of the 
new honor which he is soon to receive and which bears 
with it a well-earned release from the active service in 
which he has toiled so long and faithfully.

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In reply to a question submitted by Major Gen. 
George W. Davis, U.S.A., commanding the Division of the 
Philippines, the Secretary of War has decided that 
Army officers commatriding military posts in the islands 
are fully empowered to perform the duties of justices 
of the peace, when properly elected by popular vote, for 
the enforcement of the provisions of the new liquor 
law enacted by the Philippine Commission. Secretary 
Root holds that “offices of the civil government of the 
Thilippine Islands for which elections are held, under 
acts passed by the Philippine Commission, are not civil 
offices within the meaning of section 1,222 of the Re- 
vised Statutes,” which provides that “an officer of the 
Army on the active list who accepts or exercises the 
functions of a civil office shall thereby cease to be an 
officer of the Army.” The Secretary adds: “An of- 
ficer chosen to an office of the civil government of the 
Philippines by popular election may be ordered tu 
perform the duties of the office as agent of the military 
power which constituted the commission itself. No 
acceptance of the office or new oath of office will be 
required, but only an order from the division commander 
and obedience to the order by the officer.” It was in 
accordance with the principles above set forth that 
several officers of the Army were elected and served as 
governors of provinces in the Philippines after the 
civil government was established. The Secretary has 
also decided that Army officers detailed to duty with 
the civil government in the Philippines are not en- 
titled to allowance for commutation of quarters when 
they are in receipt of a per diem allowance from the 
civil treasury in lieu of commutation, and that allow- 
ances made on different theory must be charged against 
the officers who have received them. 
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From Camp Jossman, Island of Guimaras, P.I., April 
2, a captain of Infantry writes us saying: “A circular 
issued by the secretary of the Army Mutual Aid Asso- 
ciation under date of Feb. 16, 1903, has been received, 
inviting members to forward yotes that the same may 
reach the secretary before April 21, next. The question 
to be voted on was the important one of amending Sec- 
tion 2, Article V, of the Constitution. This circular 
reached here March 30, 1903, or presumably in forty- 
two days after being drawn, a fairly quick trip. How 
in the world can votes be expected to reach Washington 
in return, by April 21? There appears to be a certain 
ten days’ limit against the possibility of their doinz so. 
Whose fault this may be is not known. But in matters 
of such importance as this one, it would seem that the 
best interests of the association would be better served 


— 








by allowing sufficient time to insure votes reaching their 
destination in time to be of use. Better yet would it be 
if this matter could be thoroughly presented for several 
weeks by both sides to the controversy, before votes had 
to be mailed. THE JOURNAL it is presumed would gladly 
take the matter up and give space for discussion. We 
have little opportunity over here to study the question 
involved, and to understand all sides to the question.” 
The propriety of this suggestion is obvious, and our 
correspondent will be glad to learn that at the meeting 
held April 21 action upon the proposed amendment was 
postponed until next October. The section it is pro- 
posed to amend now reads as follows: “Each mem- 
ber shall be assessed in accordance with a graduated 
scale of ratios for ages, the nearest birthday at the time 
of re-classification, or admission if admitted after the 
adoption of this Constitution, being ever thereafter 
taken as the age of a member for purposes of assess- 
ment.”” The amendment was to substitute the following 
sentence in lieu thereof, viz.; Each member shall be as- 
sessed in accordance with a graduated scale of ratios for 
ages, the nearest birthday at the time of admission imto 
the association being ever thereafter taken as the age of 
such member for the purpose of assessment.”

The father of a “bilged midshipman” sends us the fol- 
lowing sensible comments on the letter of “Civilian” 
concerning the Naval Academy which we published last 
week: “It is very apparent to those who have had 
sons at the Naval Academy that ‘Civilian’ was unfor- 
tunate in visiting a snobbish midshipman and that this 
prig put himself out to make his mother’s friend see 
things through blue spectacles. Undoubtedly as ‘Civil- 
ian’ waxed indignant the fresh young man laid it on 
thick and drew on his imagination for a state of affairs 
such as he would like to have exist if there were ex- 
clusive cliques. His snobbishness was not acquired 
there. I would suggest that ‘Civilian’ investigate for 
himself, taking as his pilot a manly, natural, gentle- 
inanly midshipman (as most of them are), and then he 
will become acquainted With the manner of young men 
we educate to make the personnel of the Navy what it 
is and of which we are justly proud. If the snobbish 
young man is fortunate enough to stay, perhaps by 
associating with the rank and file and with constant 
contact with officers in charge and on ship he will, if 
time is given him, learn to be a manly man and forget 
his superiority. When my son bilged he ‘resigned’ and 
had as companions in his misery the sons of several of- 
ficers. It was the survival of the fittest which is 
demonstrated more at Annapolis than elsewhere. The 
‘savez’ midshipman are most kind and will give up their 
recreation to help save a bilger, I know this from ex- 
perience. But when a careless, happy-go-lucky young 
boy enters the Naval Academy and does not realize the 
responsibility and necessity of conscientious good work, 
fooling away his first two or three months, nothing on 
earth will save him.” 
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The Board of Fish Commissioners of the State of 
California, in their last biennial report, speaking of 
the Yosemite Park fish hatchery, say: ‘“‘Our work has 
been greatly facilitated by officers of the Regular 
Army, who have been detailed with troops of Cavalry 
to maintain patrol throughout the park. To Major L. 
A. Craig and Capt. H. C. Benson, 4th Cav., are due 
the thanks of this Commission on behalf of the people 
of the State. Without their efforts and those of other 
officers in the past, many streams and lakes that are 
now teaming with fish would have continued barren, 
as they have been for generations. Captain Benson 
has spared neither time nor money in this work; in fact, 
he has made it a labor of love, devoting all his ener- 
gies to the ‘work whenever the opportunity presented, 
either when detailed with his troop to patrol the park, 
or when on furlough. His work has been so skillfully 
and intelligently done, his energy so tireless, and his 
achievements so marked, that in our opinion the value 
of his work should be known to all our people. We 
desire at this time to refer to another officer of the 
Regular Army, Capt. Frank A. Barton, 3d U.S. Cay., 
who has also rendered the State great service in the 
Sequoia and General Grant National Parks, by strictly 
enforcing all the State laws, as well as the United States 
laws, relating to fish and game. He has been fearless 
and relentless in his pursuit of violators. His services 
in these parks during the summer of 1902 should not 
be forgotten. His efforts were ably supported by 
Lieutenant Camby.” 








There has been a vast amount of speculation in the 
newspapers and elsewhere over the fact that Brig. Gen. 
Joseph Wheeler, U.S.A., retired, did not appear in the 
recent parade of Confederate Veterans in New Orleans. 
One explanation of General Wheeler’s non-appearance 
is that he was deliberately neglected by those in charge 
of the parade; another is that he declined the honor be- 
cause he felt that it would be an act of questionable 
taste for an officer of the United States Army to parade 
in a Confederate uniform or to appear in a Confederate 
parade in a United States uniform—while a third and 
still more fanciful theory is that he expects to be the 
tepublican candidate for Vice-President on the ticket 
with President Roosevelt in 1904, and that his non-ap- 
pearance on parade was prompted by a desire to avoid 
political embarrassment. The plain truth appears to be, 
however, that General Wheeler’s absence from the 


parade was due wholly to an unfortunate oversight 4, 
the part of the committee having the affair -in charge, 
The New Orleans Picayune says—and its words bear 
the impress of sincerity: “Doubtless it was because 
General Wheeler had no official place in the program 
of the grand parade that he was not provided for, ang 
he was for a moment overlooked in the hurry and cop. 

The Genera] js 
fully assured of the high regard in which he is helg 
in New Orleans, and he knows well that only an acei. 
dent left him out of the arrangements.”

At the celebration of Memorial Day in Philadelphia, 
Pa., Rear Admiral George W. Melville, U.S.N., and 
others will take part in some unique exercises planned 
by the various local naval associations, The exercises 
will take place in the morning at the recreation pier 
on the Delaware River at the foot of Race street. The 
procession will be headed by a number of prominent 
men in carriages, including Mayor Weaver, Rear Ad- 
miral Melville, Rear Admiral Charles E. Clark, Rear 
Admiral Charles D. Sigsbee, U.S.N., Director of Public 
Safety Smyth, Receiver of Taxes Davidson and others, 
The oration at the pier will be delivered by Rear Ad- 
miral Melville, and the other prominent officials present 
are expected to speak. Music will be furnished by a 
choral and military band. At the conclusion of the ex- 
excises a number of floral designs will be set adrift, 
representing the famous ships of the Navy, Union Jacks, 
flags, anchors, wreaths, etc., in memory of those who had 
lost their lives at sea. The naval memorial ritual will 
be read by Chaplain Jones, U.S.N., and salutes will be 
tired by the U.S.R.C. Onondaga and other vessels in 
the harbor. Various towns along the river are expected 
to co-operate in the celebration by casting flowers on 
the surface of the Delaware at various points.

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Much interesting and valuable information concern- 
ing the Yukon River region of Alaska is found in the 
report of Lieut. J. C. Cantwell, R.C.S., of his experi- 
ences along that river while in command of the R.C, 
vessel Nunivak in 1899-1901. Part of Lieutenant Cant- 
well’s duty was to prepare a chart of the river, and 
the report not only gives details concerning this, but 
furnishes a detailed description of the Yukon Valley 
region, with more than 100 reproductions of photo- 
graphic views taken by the author. Part III treats of 
mines and mining, describing the methods of locating 
and working mineral claims. Part IV consists of valu- 
able notes on ethnology, while Part V gives an account 
of explorations in little known regions. Surg. James 
T. White, R.C.S., of the Nunivak, makes an interesting 
report as to health conditions, and Lieutenant Cantwell 
has added to his report an appendix, which treats of the 
natural history of the Yukon in an able manner. The 
report is a valuable addition to our knowledge .of the 
great Northwestern and proves not only that it is not 
such a frozen and inhospitable region as pessimists con- 
tend, but that it is well worthy of the intelligent and 
faithful exploration of which this volume gives proof. 
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During a fire at Key West, Fla., May 21, which taxed 
the energies of the entire fire department to its utmost, 
officers and men from the 11th, 121st, and 122d companies 
of U.S. Coast Artillery, officers and men from the U.S. 
S. Atlanta, the crew of the U.S.S. Wilkes and the U.S. 
tug Osceola, rendered splendid service and received 
the thanks of many prominent citizens in public cards 
through the newspapers. The sailors and soldiers gave 
their attention to pulling down the burning buildings 
and while at work several sailors from the Atlanta 
gave the spectators an exhibition of the most daring 
work ever seen at a fire in Key West. One sailor, es 
pecially won the cheers of the crowd several times, and 
it was due chiefly to his efforts that the building was 
torn down. He climbed into the burning house several 
times, and once in order to get a good hold with the 
hooks he climbed right on the roof of the burning build- 
ing and attached the hooks while the flames leaped far 
above his head. It was necessary to keep a stream of 
water turned on him to keep his clothing from burning. 
In this dangerous position he calmly and deliberately 
fastened the hocks and then dropped to the ground.

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At the session of the Confederate Veterans’ re-union 
in New Orleans May 21, Gen. S. D. Lee proposed a 
resolution expressing thanks and appreciation of the 
Confederate veterans to Congress and to Secretary Root 
for the offer of the national Government to prepare 2 
roster of all the soldiers of both sides during the Civil 
War. Gen. Joseph Wheeler spoke strongly in favor of 
the resolution, saying he had the assurance of the Sec- 
retary of War that all original documents sent to the 
War Department would be carefully copied and returned. 
The resolution was adopted with a hurrah. The report 
of the committee on the Battle Abbey showed that the 
cash in hand and in immediate prospect amounts to 
$204,471. The committee therefore recommended that 
as $200,000, the minimum amount desired for the erec- 
tion of the abbey, had been secured, the time had arrived 
for beginning the work. The report was adopted. 








Dr. G. H. Tichener, for the Southern Memorial Associa- 
tion, reported that the fund for the erection of a monu- 
ment to Jefferson Davis had been secured. He urged, in 
addition, that the plan to erect a monument to the women 
of the South be taken up with energy. 
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The Court of Claims decided, en Jan. 5, in the case 
of Capt. Charles M. Thomas that officers of the Navy 
on sea duty beyond the boundaries of the States of the 
Union and contiguous Territories were not entitled to 
ten per cent. increase of pay, although this was granted 
toptlicers of the Army in like places, in spite of the 
personnel act giving the same pay to officers of the 
Navy as terthose of corresponding rank in the Army. 
The claimant’s attorneys, Messrs. George A. and William 
B. King of Washington, have always contended that 
this Was erroneous and some time ago filed in the Court 
of Claims a motion for new trial and supported it by an 
elaborate brief of over fifty pages. The Government 
filed an answer to this and a reply brief was filed on 
behalf of the claimant. On account of the importance 
of the case it was thought necessary that a full bench 


should be present, and from the illness of one of the. 
judges this has not occurred until the present time. Im- 
mediate advantage was taken of it and on May 25 and 
% the case was argued. The case is of general interest 


to the Navy, as all officers on the Asiatic Station are 
entitled to the increase if the claim is well founded, as 
well as on the European and South Atlantic Stations; 
aiso those belonging to the Carribean squadron or doing 
duty in the Carribean waters, and the officers of the 
training ships when outside of United States waters. 
The court appreciated the importance of the case and, 
although their decision has been once adverse, showed 
no prejudice about reconsidering it and giving the argu- 
ment the most careful attention: An elaborate opening 
was made by Mr. George A. King and he was followed 
py Assistant Attorney John Q. Thompson, representing 
the United States. The argument of the case was 
closed by Mr. William B. King who summarized the 
case by showing that it was the principle of equality 
which was at stake. Navy officers had long complained 
that their pay was less than Army officers, he said, and 
Conzress had heard that complaint and rectified it by 
the passage of the pay provision of the Personnel act. 
The accounting officers of the Treasury had tried to 
take away this equality. The Court of Claims had cor- 
rected their rulings in a number of cases, but in this 
particular had failed to equalize the pay. All that the 
officers are asking, he said, was that the principle of 
equality expressed in the statute should be carried out 
and the naval officers given the same pay as received 
by Army officers serving in the same vicinities. A de- 
cision will not be rendered until next fall when the 
court reassembles,

Reports of the special inspection of the militia, di- 


rected sometime since, are being received at the War De- 
partment, though not as rapidly as expected. Inasmuch 
as the purpose of the special inspection was to ascertain 
the strength of the organized militia in each State and 
Territory, in order that the Secretary of War might, in 


accordance with Sec. 13, Militia Law, “issue on the re- 
quisition of the governors, such number of the United 
States standard Service magazine arms, and other neces- 
sary accoutrements and equipments as are required for 
the Army of the United States, for arming all of the or- 
ganized militia,” no time is lost by the Militia Division 
in advising the Chief of Ordnance of the strength of the 
organized militia of a State, as determined by the in- 
spection, and at the same time the military authorities 
of the United States are notified that the necessary num- 
ber of magazine arms, etc., for arming all the organized 
militia of that State, will be supplied on receipt of re- 
quisition therefor by the Governor. The arms and equip- 
ments which can be issued free, under the law are: U. 
S. magazine rifle, cal. 30, with bayonet; bayonet scab- 
bard: woven cartridge belt, cal. 30; gun sling.

MAJOR HOWZE EXONERATED. 


Secretary of War Root on May 28, took definite action 
in the case of Major Robert L. Howze, of the Porto Rico 
Regiment, a captain in the 6th U.S, Cavalry, who was 
accused by Major George K. Hunter, 15th Cav., with 
having authorized the whipping of certain Filipino pris- 
oners, under the supervision of Major Howze, at Laoag, 
P.1L.,, in March and April, 1900. We have received from 
our Washington correspondent the full report in this 
case. This report makes over 200 closely typewritten 
pages. The essential details of the case are covered by 
Secretary Root in his decision which is in full as follows : 


War Department, Washington, May 28, 1908. 

Robert L. Howze, captain, 6th Cav., and major Portu 
Rican Kegiment, is charged with naving authorized the 
vrutal whipping of hostile natives who were held as 
military prisoners by the 3th Volunteer Iniantry, under 
his commund at Laoag, in Northern Luzon, in Marca 
ani Apri, 190U, whereby two of the natives died as the 
result of their injuries; and he is also charged with muk~- 
ing a la!se report of the results of an investigation of 
that subject made by him in May, 1900, under tne direc- 
tion of his commanding officer. 

The charges are made by Major George K. Hunter, 15th 
Cav., after an investigation prosecuted by him at “.acag 
in December, 192, nearly three years after the alleged 
events. 

Majer Howze comes to the case without previous im- 
peachment. During the fifteen years since his graduation 
from the Military Academy he has maintained a higu 
character as well for humanity as for courage and tor 
all soldierly qualities. The evidence is clear that in gen- 
eral he governed the Province ¢f llocos Norte, in which 
Laoag is situated, with justice and moderation, and had 
the respect and good will of its inhabitants. He was 
made a brigadier general of Volunteers by President 
McKinley for distinguished service in the field, which 
included the rescue of Lieutenant Gilinore and his party 
from tieir Filipino captors in the wilderness of Northern 
Luzon. His character and conduct in all other respects, 
aud under all other conditions, afford a very strong pre- 
sumpticn against the probability of his having done the 
things charged. 

Che charges are sustained solely by ex-parte affidavits 
of a large number of native Filipinos who were hostile 
to the American troops, and who unite in telling a story, 
which, if it is to be believed, exhibits the most revolting 
crueity. 

Major Euhter, who collected these affidavits nearly 
three years after the incidents to which they relate, ap- 
pears by his own letters which accompany his repurt, 
anu by the testimony of his brother officers, to have en- 
tertained a bitter, personal animosity towards Major 
Howze. It is clear that with the feeungs which he en- 
tertained. Major Hunter was not likely to be capable 
of making a really impartial investigation, and that for 
this reason he was an unfit person to be assigned to 
that <iuty. 

The statements of these native affidavits are directly 
cortradicted by the positive oaths of Major Howze him- 
self anc ten American officers who were stationed at 
Laoag at the time, and so situated that it was impossible 
for them not to know whether the facts described in the 
inculpatory affidavits really occurred. Either the oaths 
and statements of these American officers are false, or 
the native affidavits producted by Major Hunter are false. 

In weighting this conflicting testimony it is impossible 
to ignore the fact which appears upon these papers 
and which is well known independently of these papers, 
that the view general taken in a large part of the Orient, 
including the Philippine Isands, as to the sanctity of an 
oath, and the moral obligation to tell the truth in judi- 
cial proceedings, varies widely from our own view, 
and that native testimony to almost any effect without 
regard to fact can readily be procured by a person in 
terested in procuring it. Having this in view and having 
in view the hostile feelings under the influence of which 
these native affidavits were procured, if there were noth- 
ing more in the case, I should feel bound to give the 
credence to the testimony of the ten American officers. 

Fortunately, however, we are not left solely to the 
relative weight of the individual witnesses. The central 
and most material statement upon which these native 
affidavits turn is that two natives, Jose Ver and Juan 
Avila, were beaten to death. The affidavits describe 
them as being beaten at the same time with a great 
number of other prisoners. They describe how these 
men had their backs and buttocks flayed, how blood 
flowed profusely, how they had wounds from the legs 
to the shoulders, and how upon the following day they 
died as the result of the wounds thus received. These 
men had been captured in or immediately after an at- 
tack by insurrectos on Laoag on the 17th of April, and 
they died in prison on the 27th of April, 1900. Major Howze 
was then absent from Laoag, and had been absent for 
several days attending to his duties in other parts of 
the province. Lieut. Col. Samuel M. Swigert, a gradu- 
ate of the Military Academy in the class of 1868, then 
major of the 3d Cavalry, was left in command. A rumor 
spread about Laoag on the same or the next day that 
the men died as the result of beatings they had received, 
and Major Swigert caused their bodies to be immediately 
exhumed, on the morning of the 29th, within twelve hours 
after their death and burial. They were examined by 
two surgeons, who found that there were no marks of 
beatings upon their bodies, and that they had died from 
natural causes. The original official report of Dr. Frank 
W. Foxworthy, captain and assistant surgeon of United 
States Volunteers, made upon the same day, April 2, 
1900, is produced by Major Howze. The other surgeon, 
Dr. George L. Painter, acting assistant surgeon in the 
United States Army, who took part in the examination, 
makes affidavit to the same effect. He says that upon 
careful examination he agreed with Dr. Foxworthy in 
the finding that the men had died from natural causes 
and that there was no evidence to show that either of 
them had been flogged or maltreated in any way. Dr. 
Foxworthy has now also sworn to the correctness of 
this report. There could be no more complete refutation 
of the statement that these two men had been beaten 
in the way described. With this refutation the whole 
scory falis to the ground; for if the native affidavits are 
false rcgarding these two men they cannot receive cred- 


ence in their description of the beating of others with 
them cs a part of the same transaction. 
Major Swigert’s further investigation satisfied him 


that the native jailers had used rattan sticks in con- 
trolling the prisoners in a trifling and inconsiderable way, 
and that there was nothing more in the story. He imme- 
diately ordered the practice to be stopped; the evidence 
is that it was stopped; and upon Colonel Howze's return 
Major Swigert reported the results of his investigation 
and order, and Colonel Howze approved and confirmed the 
ordei. 

An extraordinary circumstance connected with these 
charges is the fact that Major Hunter was stationed at 
Laoag at the time of the alleged events and made no 
such charges then; but, that a few weeks after, on the 
24 of June, he did make charge against Pvt. John 8. 
Donahue, Co. G, 34th Volunteer Infantry, for whipping 
Filipino prisoners in that same jail, and by order of 
Colcnel Howze charges were preferred and Donohue was 
tried by court-martial. The trial resulted in acquittal, 
which. upon examination of the record and testimony, 
I find to have been clearly just. Major Hunter did, how- 
ever, in May and June of the same year, write to Gov- 
«rnor Taft confidentially, repeating rumors of the same 
kind as that which Major Swigert had investigated and 
founu to be baseless, calling attention to the fact that 


Major Howze, who had been placed in command over 
him as lieutenant colonel of Volunteers, was below him 
in the relative list of the Regular Army, and expressing 
a wish that Colonel Howze might be removed. These 
letters were taken by Governor Taft to General Mac- 
Arthur, who investigated the subject and satisfied him- 
sel? that there was no basis for the rumors of cruelty. 

Why Majo: Hunter should have refrained from making 
charges tv the proper military officer, if at that time 
he thought they could be sustained, and should rather 
have taken the course of communicating them in con- 
fidential letters to Governor Taft, d 
Major Howze’s removal from command, 
in these papers. 
most reprehensible. Governor Taft with difficulty in- 
cuced General MacArthur from ordering Major Hunter 
before a court-martial for this infraction of duty, and 
after describing the interview upon this subject, Governor 
Taft writes: 

“I ought here to say, what every one would know who 
was at all familiar with General MacArthur's attitude 
toward violations by military officers and men of the 
laws ot war in the treatment of native prisoners, that 
he did not by what he said to me intend to manifest the 
slightest disposition to leniency toward such conduct. 
From many conversations with him, from his general 
orders, from his ordering of courts-martial, and from his 
review of the proceedings, I know that he set his face 
like flint against aouses of this character.” 

There bas been still another investigation of this sub- 
ject. In the summer of the following year, 1901, there 
were numerous requests to the Philippine Commission to 
appoint Aguedo Agbayani, of Laoag, Provincial Governor 
of llocos Norte. Agbayani was principal civil assistant 
of Governor Howze in the government of that province 
at the time of the alleged beatings, and both from his 
position and from the affidavits produced by Major 
Hunter and by Major Howze it appears that if the beai- 
ings took place Agbayani was directly responsible for 
them. The Commission went to Laoag in August, 190), 
and investigated his condict toward prisoners there. 
They called him before the Commission, and they called 
all fourteen of the Presidentes of the pueblos of llocos 
Norte: before them in secret session, promising them 
secrecy and immunity from future consequences for 
what they might say, and cross-examined them as to thw 
stories which they had heard against Agbayani's con- 
duct in the matter. of the treatment of prisoners. Their 
conclusion is stated by Governor Taft in these words: 

“Agbayani vigorously denied the charges and we were 
unable to hear from a single presidente a definite state- 
ment or even rumor or accusation against Agbayani in 
this matter. We concluded that the charges were the 
result rather of the bitterness against him as an Ameri- 
canista than because of any truth to support them. We 
therefore appointed him governor.” 

This appointment was equivalent to a finding that the 
cruelties now charged never existed, 

That the distinguished lawyers in the Philippine Com- 
mission, following this searching method to ascertain 
the truth, should have completely failed to get at any 
of the facts, if such facts as are described in these affi- 
davits ever existed, is quite incredible, 

Upon all the papers now produced it appears that the 
charges against Major Howze are false; that there were 
no such beatings as are described in the affidavits pro- 
cured by Major Hunter; that Major Howze's report upon 
his investigation of the subject was a true report; and 
that Major Howze's administration of the affairs at 
Laoag at the time in question is not subject to any just 
criticism but rather merits commendation. 

I am not satisfied, however, to leave the case here 
resting upon ex-parte affidavits. Major Howze has asked 
for a court of inquiry; and I direct that a board of three 
officers be detailed by the commanding general, Division 
of the Philippines, to proceed to Laoag and call before 
them the witnesses whose names appear upon the affi- 
davits procured by Major Hunter, and subject them to 
examination and cross-examination upon the facts and 
call all other witnesses whom they may find to have 
knowledge of the facts, and report the testimony, having 
special reference to the following questions: 

1. How much truth is there in these affidavits? 

2. Was the investigation made by Major Hunter an 
impartial investigation in accordance with the order un- 
der which he acted? 

Upon the coming in of their report such further ordei 
as may seem to be required will be made for the oral 
examination and cross-examination of witnesses, else- 
where than at Laoag, having knowledge of the facts.

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THE 4TH INFANTRY DEPARTS. 


The 4th U.S. Infantry has left the Department of 
Texas, and is now at San Francisco, whence it is sched- 
uled to sail for Manila, on the transport Logan, on June 
1. The regiment should reach Manila by the end of the 
month. 

The 4th Infantry, during its stay of fifteen months at 
Fort Sam Houston and the several other posts in Texas, 
has made numerous friends, both in Army circles and 
among the society people in civil life. The officers have 
been prominently identified with the leading social 
events, and their departure was accompanied by a hearty 
Godspeed from their many friends and acquaintances. 
Col. Jesse A. Chance and staff, the band and the 3d Bat- 
talion of the regiment took the train for San Francisco 
at San Antonio on May 18. The train was in two sec- 
tions, Capt. George B. Duncan in charge of the first 
section and Colonel Chance the second. 

The 2d Battalion entrained at Laredo May 19, and 
the Ist Battalion took the train on May 20. The entire 
regiment numbers thirty-seven officers and 744 enlisted 
men.

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NEWS FROM THE PHILIPPINES. 


Major Edwin F. Glenn, 5th U.S. Infantry, whose long 
tour of service in the Philippines has been characterized 
by unfailing diligence and courage, appears to have in- 
curred the hatred of the irreconcilable Filipinos whom he 
has so successfully subdued, as well as the malignant hos- 
tility of the “anti imperialists” here in the United States. 
He has been twice tried by court-martiai within the last 
year and a half on charges of mal-treating Filipinos, 
having been convicted and suspended from duty for a 
month in one case and acquitted in the other, and now, 
according to Manila despatches, he has been sued in the 
civil courts on a complaint which on its face is simply 
preposterous. The plaintiff is one Calda, a former insur- 


gent, who alleges that he was subjected to unjust im- 
prisonment at the instance of Major Glenn and that in 
consequence his health and business were seriously in- 
jured, wherefore he sues for damages in the sum of $15,- 
000. Manila reports state that during an active military 
campaign Major Glenn discovered that Calda, whom he 
had trusted, was secretly giving aid and information to 
the enemy. He therefore, with the approval of the bri- 
gade commander, Brig. Gen. Jacob H. Smith, procured 
the arrest of Calda through the civil authorities and the 
man’s imprisonment followed. This is the story as told 
in the Manila despatches, and if it is the whole story, 
to bring Major Glenn before the civil courts, appears to 
be a monstrous injustice. To require an officer to bear 
the expense and inconvenience of defending against a 
suit which appears to be utterly unfounded in reason or 
justice, is to subject him to a most grievous hardship. 
It has been intimated that both of the court martial trials 
of Major Glenn was instigated by “anti imperialists” in 
the United States who encouraged his Filipino enemies 
to make charges against him which the military authori- 
ties could not ignore but which fell to the ground when 
the proof was called for. Whether there is any warrant 
for this intimation we do not undertake to say, but it is 
a fact, nevertheless, that Major Glenn has been perescuted 
by the irreconcilable element among the former, insur- 
gents with so much persistence as to suggest that they 
may have been instigated and encouraged from outside 
sources. That certain enemies of the Army are capable 
of resorting to such dastardly methods is true beyond all 
question 

Manila despatches report a sharp engagement between 
a force of Philippine Constabulary and a large body of 

fanatical insurgents in the interior of the Island of 
Cebu on May 23, in which sixty-eight insurgents were 
killed and twenty-nine captured. No details of the en- 
gagement have been received, and the Government losses 
are not known. 

Capt. William S. Scott, U.S.A., Colonel and Asst. 
Chief, Philippine Constabulary, has sent to the War we- 

partment a detailed report of the fight between a large 
band of ladrones and two companies of Philippine Scouts 
commanded by Lieuts. Boss Reese and Frank Nickerson 
on the headwaters of the San Francisco river, north of 
Manila, on March 27. As stated in these columns on 
May 9, this battle resulted in the death of “General” San 
Miguel, the ladrone commander, and fifty-nine of his fol- 
lowers, together with the capture of eleven rifles and two 
revolvers, a telescope, pair of field glasses, Katipunan 
flag and seals, and a number of important documents 
pertaining to Julian Santos, Apelanio Samson, Faustino 
Guillermo, San Miguel and others, which are proving of 
much value in fixing coniplicity with these criminals of 
certain other people. Colonel Scott’s report says in 
part: “There seems to be no longer any reason to be- 
lieve that the Macabebe Scouts will not at all times prove 
loyal. Attention is invited to recommendations of Scout 
officers that their companies be given Krag carbines. 1 
therefore recommend that this be done with those com- 
panies of Macabebes now operating in the field, and that 
target practice be authorized when feasible. I desire to 
call attention to the gallant way in which this band, esti- 
mated at 150, was rushed by the Scouts led by Lieuten- 
ants Reese and Finlayson, by scaling a double wall in the 
face of a terrific fire. In this charge, Lieutenant Reese 
and five Scouts of his company were severely wounded 
and three killed. Six of the first company were wounded 
prior to this time. The engagement became a _hand-to- 
hand fight after the Scouts entered the Corral, in which 
they fought with clubbed guns. Lieutenant Reese, in 
speaking of the affair, said that no one dared for a few 
moments to attempt to load. I do not believe that dur- 
ing the entire service of our Armies in the Philippines 
there has been a more hotly contested affair or more gal- 
lantry shown than in this engagement. The officers and 
men concerned are entitled to the highest commendation 
for the gallantry displayed and intelligent control by offi- 
cers and obedience of men in this fight. Judging from 
reports and verbal descriptions of the encounter, Lieu- 
tenant Reese was really the leading spirit in the affair.” 
Brig. Gen. Henry T. Allen, U.S.A., Chief of the Vhilip- 
pines Constabulary, forwards Colonel Scott’s report with 
the following endorsement: “Respectfully forwarded to 
the Executive Secretary, inviting attention to the en- 
closed report of Colonel Scott, and that of the Scout 
officers who participated in the engagement. Lieuten- 
ants Reese, Nickerson and Finlayson not only showed 
military intelligence of a high order, but their courage 
was admirable. The struggle within the fortifications 
was a desperate one, and at no time did they or the 
Macabebes under them falter in bringing to a most suc- 
cessful issue the engagement. I recommend these offi- 
cers to the consideration of higher authorities, hoping 
that future legislation may make their deserved promo- 
tion possible. In this engagement we had another proot 
of the value of the Macabebes as an element of military 
strength to the established Government. I recommend 
that the Insular Government distribute as soon as may 
be a reasonable sum as part of the reward offered for 
San Miguel to the widows of the deceased Scouts, and 
also that a small sum be distributed per capita to these 
two companies. 1 recognize that this action would not 
be considered were it a question of American troops, but 
I believe that the best interests of the Service would be 
subserved thereby.” 

The Postmaster General of the United States has 
ordered that on and after Oct. 1 United States postage 
stamps overprinted “Philippines” shall not be accepted 
for postage on matter mailed within the United States, 
and United States postage stamps without the Philip- 
pine overprint shall not be accepted for postage in the 
Philippine Islands. 

The Philippine Civil Commission has under considera- 
tion a bill to regulate the opium traffic which provides 
that the revenue derived under its operations is to be

used to defray the expenses of educating young Filipinos 
in American schools, that they may e school 
teachers. The bill also provides that no opium shall be 
sold to a Filipino and that it shall only be sold to a 
Chinaman ‘who has attained his majority. Protection 
is afforded to druggists who handle opium for medicinal! 
purposes. .

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RECENT DEATHS. 

Capt. William Bainbridge-Hoff, U.S.N., retired, who 
died at his home in Washington, D.C., May 22, in his 57th 
year, of heart disease, was the second and only surviy- 
ing son of the late Rear Admiral Hoff, and Louisa Bain- 
bridge, youngest daughter of Commodore William 
Bainbridge, U.S.N. He was appointed to the U.S. 
Naval Academy from Pennsylvania Oct. 24, 1860, and 
Was promoted to Ensign Oct. 1, 1863, and was attached 





to the Niagara, of the East Gulf blockading squadron. 


He took part in the expedition to capture St. Marks, 


Fla., which terminated in the battle of Natural Bridge, 
and afterward served in succession on tne Shawmut, on 
the Franklin, in which Rear Admiral Farragut made a 
trip to Europe; the Kansas and the Saranac. While 
executive officer of the Saranac, Lieutenant Commander 
Hoff arranged and settled the differences between the 
armed miners of the American Mining Company at 
Triunfo, near LaPaz, Lower Cal., and the Mexican Na- 
tional forces under General Martinez, between whom for 
some time relations had been at a high tension. For 
this service the mining company offered him $60,000, 
which, however, he did not feel he should accept. in 
1875-6 he commanded the torpedo ram Alarm, the first 
of its kind in the Navy. At the Torpedo School 
and on the United States steamer Dale he gave 
his attention to the instruction of seamen in gun- 
nery. Their markmanship he brought to a high standard 
of efficiency. In 1893 Captain Hoff was Marine Con: 
missioner to Great Britain for the World’s Fair at Chi- 
cago, and in 1895 he assumed command of the Lancaster 
and went to South America. His health very much fail- 
ing at this time, however, he was transferred to the com- 
mand of the Newark and brought that vessel home. In 
March, 1897, he was retired for illness incident to 
Service. He was the author of several works on 
naval tactics—‘‘Avoidance of Collisions at Sea,” etc., 
and was the originator of the system of tactics officially 
adopted in the Navy in 1890. The funeral took place May 
25. The remains were escorted from his residence, 1829 
Jefferson place, Washington, by bluejackets to St. John’s 
church, and there met by the pallbearers and escort, 
Marine band and ten companies of Marines and Engi- 
neers. The remains were taken to Annapolis on May 25 
and escorted to the Naval Academy cemetery, where the 
interment was made. Capt. B. F. Lamberton, U.S.N., had 
full charge of the arrangements. The escort from the rail- 
way station to the cemetery consisted of the Naval Acad- 
emy band and the battalion of U.S. Marines attached to 
the Naval Academy in full dress. A number of officers and 
civilian professors of the Academy also assembled at the 
cemetery for the services. The honorary pall bearers 
were Capt. Willard H. Brownson, .Comdr. Charles |. 
Badger, Prof. W. W. Hendrickson and Comdr. Hugo 
Osterhaus, all of the Naval Academy; Rear Admiral F. 
T. Bowles, Capt. C. M. Chester, Comdr. Nathan Sargent 
and Comdr. W. J. Barnette, of Washington. The body 
bearers were six seamen.

Funeral services over the remains of the late midship- 
man Arthur O. Barber, of the fourth class at the Nava! 
Academy, who met his death Tuesday morning, May 19.

chapel at 2 o’clock Wednesday afternoon, May 20. The 
services were attended by the battalion of midshipmen in 
full dress and the officers attached to the Academy, who 
also escorted the body to the railway station, where they 
were placed aboard the 3:10 train via Baltimore for 
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Kent, O., the home of the dead midshipman, where the in- 
terment took place. The Naval Academy band headed the 
procession. A firing party of midshipmen fired 
volleys at the station. The pall-bearers. were L. M. At- 
kins, N. L. Chapin, Leigh Noyes, Samuel L. Henderson, 
Robert W. Cabaniss and Isaac C. Kidd, all classmates 
of young Barber. 

Gen. Rufus H. King died in Albany, N.Y., May 26, 
after a long illness. He was Paymaster General on the 
staff of Gov. John A. Dix. For many years he was a 
member of the Albany Burgesses Corps and Albany 
Zouave Cadets. 

Miss Margaret Leonard, the sixteen-year-old niece of 
Quartermaster Sergeant Leonard, U.S.A., on duty at 
Fort Hamilton, N.Y., committed suicide May 23 by drink- 
ing carbolic acid in her room in “Non-Commissioned 
Row.” Miss Leonard was found about 6 o’clock in her 
room writhing in agony. Dr. Webb, the post surgeon, 
was summoned, but, despite his efforts, the girl died soon 
afterward. Just what prompted the suicide is not defi- 
pitely stated. 

Rear Admiral David Smith, U.S.N., Chief Engineer, 
retired, died at his residence in Washington, D.C., May 
9s, after a long illness. He was native of Scotland, 
porn in 1834, but came to the United States at an early 
age, was graduated from Andover Academy and Har- 
yard University, and in 1859 entered the Bngineer 
Corps of the Navy. He served creditably through the 
Civil War and at its close, while Assistant Chief of the 
Bureau of Steam Engineering, prepared valuable data 
on the work of the Confederate commerce destroyers, 
upon which this Government based its case before the 
Geneva conference. Admiral Smith was best known, 
periaps, for his work in connection with the ventilation 
ot warships by the exhaust method and for his inven- 
tions for standardizing SS of pre- 
cision. He reached the grade of ief Engineer March 
5, 1871, and was retired for age Dec. 13, 1896. He was 
assigned to active service during the Spanish War. 

Major James Chester, U.S.A., retired, died at his 
residence in Washington, D.C., May 28, in the seven- 
tiech year of his age. He was born in Scotland, was 
graduated from the University of Aberdeen, and in 
1834 enlisted in the Ist United States Artillery, serving 
as private and sergeant until 1863, when he was ap- 
poiuted a brevetted 2d lieutenant and assigned to the Ist 
Arillery. April 17, of the same year, he was commissioned 
a 2d lieutenant and assigned to the 3d Artillery. For 
gallant and meritorious services in the Gettysburg cam- 
paign, the battle at Kearneysville and in the Peninsular 
campaigns he received the brevets of Ist lieutenant and 
captain, respectively. He also served in the battles of 
Malvern Hill, Second Bull Run, Antietam, Fredericks- 
burg, Chancellorsville and in the Shenandoah Valley 
campaign. He was made Ist lieutenant in 1865, captain 
in ISSO, major in 1897, and was retired in 1898. His 
entire service as an officer was with the 3d Artillery. 
Ile was an honor graduate of the Artillery School. 


lany expressions of sympathy have been tendered 
Carpenter Thomas C. Cooney, U.S.N., in his great 
bereavement over the loss of his wife and infant son, 
who died at Annapolis, Md., May 2. 

Capt. Clough Overton, who was killed in a bolo rush 
in the Philippines on May 15, was one of the most 
popular officers in the Service, writes a correspondent. 
He had served with the 4th Cavalry in Arizona in Indian 
troubles, fought with the Ist at Santiago and San Juan 
vnder Wheeler when he was commended for special 
bravery, and with the 15th in Mindanao in the Moro 
troubles where he met his death. He was a popular guest 
at the leading clubs of New York, Philadelphia, Wash- 
ington and San Francisco, and a member of the Army 
and Navy Clubs of Washington and New York. He was 
a graduate of West Point in 1888, and was recommended 
for the Artillery but selected the Cavalry. His family 
had been prominent in the wars of England and America 
for generations. One ancestor was Major General John 
Overton, one of Oliver Cromwell’s eight major generals, 
who was in charge of Hull and held out against the 
return of Charles II. Another, Robert Overton, was 
with Nelson at the battle of the Nile, just one hundred 
years before the deceased officer fought at Santiago. 
The family fought in the early Colonial, Indian and 
Revolutionary Wars in America and in the War of 
1812, where Judge Overton was aide-de-camp to An- 
drew Jackson. A great-uncle of the deceased, bearing 
the same name, fell at the battle of the River Raison 
under Harrison, and a monument was erected at Frank- 
fort, Ky., by the State, to his memory. The father of 
the deceased was a leader of Confederate Cavalry in 
the Civil War and lead Kentucky troops in the charge at 
Fort Donaldson. Captain Overton was a member of 
the Sons of the Revolution, the ancestor through 
whom he belonged having fought also in the Indian 
Wars, and it was in a sermon to this Captain Overton’s 
troop that Dr. Witherspoon of Virginia first called the 
attention of the people of that commonwealth to the 
qualities of George Washington as a leader. Captain 
Overton’s parents are living in California. He 
leaves a little adopted niece, in school at a convent 
in Washington, and also a sister who makes that city 
her home.

Naval Ensign Hussner, who at Essen, Germany, on 
Good Friday killed a friend and townsman, an artillery- 
man named Hartmann, by running him through the back 
with his sword for not saluting him properly, was on 
May 26 sentenced at Kiel to imprisonment for four years 
and one week, and to degradation. The State’s attorney 
moved that sentence of six years in a penitentiary and 
expulsion from the navy be imposed. 

A despatch from Washington, D.C., states that Post- 
master General Payne, May 26, signed an order forbid- 
ding the delivery of mail and the payment of money or- 
ders to “William C. Liller and William C. Liller, Ad- 
jutant General,” of Lancaster, Penn. According to the 
Postmaster General, L.ller represents himself to be the 
duly elected and qualified adjutant general of the Span- 
ish-American War Veterans. The order is an echo of a 
factional controversy in the ranks of the Spanish War 
Veterans.

Colonel Story investigated the matter and as- 
certained that the officer did not spend the night at the 
hotel in question, and therefore ordered him tried for dis- 
obedience of orders and making false statements to his 
commanding officer. 

Father W. H. I. Reaney, chaplain U.S.N., on duty on 
the receiving ship Columbia, at the navy yard, New York, 
believes in physical development. He is the prime mover 
in the organization of baseball teams, football teams, 
and in the arrangement of athletic contests while ships 
are in port.

A circular letter has been sent by the War Depart- 
ment to the Adjutant General of each State which sug- 
gests that in each State and Territory there should be 
at the headquarters of its organized militia the neces 
sary data to enable adjutants general and other of- 
ficials to inform themselves as to any subject of a mili 
tary nature concerning which they may officially re- 
quire correct information, and that to this end a small 
reference library be established in their office, the library 
to consist of publications issued by Congress, by the 
War Department, or any executive departments or 
bureaus. The cost of such only of these publications te 
be charged against the State’s apportionment as cannot 
be supplied free of cost. Accompanying is a list of 
books that are considered most desirable for this pur- 
pose and the prices at which they are charged when not 
issued free. This list contains all regulations for the 
government of the Army, manuals for the various staff 
departments, to which is to be added files of general 
orders, rosters, registers pertaining to the United States 
Army and organized militia, reports of the heads of 
departments, all publications of the Military Informa- 
tion Division, etc. Some of the States and Territories, 
perhaps all, have already been furnished some of these 
publications, in which event, if in good order, it would 
not be necessary to duplicate them.

By direction of the Secretary of War, the following is 
published for the information and guidance of all con- 
cerned: 

1. Instruction of Batteries and Field Artillery. 

Subordinate commanders will be given as great freedom 
in the instruction of their respective commands as is 
consistent with efficient direction, supervision and inspec- 
tion by superior commanders. 

All instruction will be progressive, passing from the 
individual through the section, the platoon, and the 
battery to the battalion. 

During that portion of the program devoted to his sub- 
division, the officer or non-commissioned officer in charge 
will be the instructor. 

Instruction, based on these principles, divides itself 
into three periods—the preliminary, battery, and group. 

The general program Sets forth the subjects appropri- 
ate to each of these periods. The relative amount ot 
time to be devoted to each period, as well as to the sub- 
jects embraced in each, depends upon the needs of the 
particular organization concerned. 

The adaptation of this program to the especial needs 
of the organizations affected, and to the elimatic con 
ditions of the post where they may be servihg, devolves 
upon the Artillery commander. 

(The order then gives a general program of instruction 
for batteries of Field Artillery, which we omit. The pro- 
gram embraces the school of the soldier—cannoneer, bat- 
tery, fire direction, sub-caliber practice, target practice, 
drills, theoretical instruction, calisthenics, first aid, 
manual of the saber, etc.) 

Under the caption of “Duties of the commander of a 
battalion of Field Artillery,’ the order says: 

“In describing the proper methods of control and in- 
struction of battalions of Field Artillery, the relations 
between the artillery and the other arms, and between 
the immediate superior commander and the Artillery com- 
mander, should be as nearly as possible those which will 
exist in time of active service, that the passage from 
peace to war conditions may be made with as little fric- 
tion as possible, and that the proper duties and relations 
of the different arms may be thoroughly understood by 
all, and fully established. 

“In time of war units of Field Artillery will be at- 
tached to various units of the other arms, and the supe- 
rior commander will deal directly with the Artillery com- 
mander in all matters pertaining to the Artillery and will 
give all directions concerning the Artillery through him 
and hold him responsible for the results. 

“The regulations (Fieid Artillery Drill Regulations, 
paragraph 1015) prescribe very explicitly these relations 
based on the experience of war, and they well be adhered 
to as closely as possible under the conditions of peace 

“The Artillery commander will keep the post com- 
mander, informed of all essential matters affecting the 
Artillery, and render loyal support to him as his imme- 
diate superior; the main idea of both officers being to 
insure harmonious co-operation of the different arms of 
the Service, giving each an opportunity to study and ap- 
preciate the powers and limitations of the other, so that, 
when in active service, they may work together to the 
best advantage 

“The commander of a battalion of Field Artillery, 
serving at a post not under his command, will be held 
responsible by the post commander for the discipline and 
instruction of the batteries under him. 

“He will recommend to the post commander, in con- 
formity with the gereral authorized scheme the hours 
for drills, stables, instruction, and other exercises; char- 
acter of drills and exercises; inspection and review when 
the entire command is not included. 

“He will detail as adjutant a lieutenant belonging to 
one of the batteries under his command, who will act 
also as quartermaster and commissary when the com- 
mand takes the field; and an acting sergeant majuvr, 
junior grade, appointed by him. 

“He will be the recognized channel of communication, 
through whom will pass all official papers to and from his 
Artillery subordinates. This will include all orders affect- 
ing the status of the Artillery personnel; all applications 
for leaves or other indulgencies; and all details which 
may take them away from their artillery duties. 

“He will act upon all requisitions for ordnance and 
ordnance stores, and upon other requisitions, which are 
necessary to equip his command for service in the field, 
before forwarding them to the post commander. 

“He will render quarterly, on accompanying form, 4 
report showing what progress has been made during the 
quarter in the instruction of the personnel of his com- 
mand, accompanied by pertinent remarks and recom- 
mendations. 

“His records will consist of an order book, a letters- 
received book, an index book for letters received, a let- 
ters-sent book, an index book for letters sent, all orders, 
circulars and instructions from higher authority, and all 
correspondence concerning the batteries under his com- 
mand or affecting their personnel.”

AIDING CIVIL AUTHORITIES. 


CIRCULAR 3, APRIL 11, DEPT. OF VISAYAS. 
The only conditions under which the United States 
troops in the Philippines may be used in aid of the civil 
aithorities for the maintenance of law and order have 
been clearly defined in General Orders No. 152, July 7, 
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1902, and Genera! Orders No. 24, March 20, 1908, Headquar- 
ters Division of the re with which orders all 
concerned should now be thoroughly familiar. 

The attention of all officers, however, and particularly 
commanding officers in this department, is directed to 
the fact that these orders in no way restrict the securing 
of such information concerning local conditions as may 
be of present or future military value, and will not ex- 
cuse Officers for any neglect of this important duty. On 
the contrary every officer should exhaust all proper means 
in order to keep in touch with the conditions prevailing 
in his section, and commanding officers should see that 
all important information is at once transmitted by wire 
or letter to these headquarters for such action as may 
be necessary or for file. All reports of outrages by la- 
drones or others, when based on reasonably reliable in- 
formation, as well as all other m@tters of military in- 
terest, should be promptly reported, giving names of 
leaders, numbers concerned, place and brief details of the 
affair. Such data may be frequently obtained through 
the courtsey of Constabulary or other civil officers, though 
these of course will not be called upon officially for re- 
ports. The securing of this information may properly 
be made part of the duty of the intelligence officer at 
each station, but reports when made to these headquar- 
ters should be by or through the station commander. 

Furthermore, it should hardly be necessary to remind 
this command that no member of tne military establish- 
ment is exempt from the obligation which rests upon 
every citizen either of the Philippines or of the United 
States to prevent, or resist to the best of his power, 
the commission of any crime or act of unlawful violence 
coming directly within his knowledge, and concerning 
which there is not time to warn the constituted authori- 
ties or which they are powerless to prevent.

Referring to what was said here on the subject of 
locating a floating dry dock at Pensacola, the New Or- 
leans Picayune says: “A naval station located at Pen- 
sacola or Galveston could be shelled from the open sea. 
The navy yard at Pensacola, for instance, is quite as 
good a mark from the sea as the lighthouse at that 
point. The editor of the ARMy AND Navy JourRNAL 
should come down this way and see for himself and he 
might take a different view of the situation.” Any 
foreign vessel or fleet that should approach our coast 
in time of war would find too urgent use for its limited 
supply of ammunition to expend it on sinking a dry 
dock, the destruction of which would be of minor im- 
portance in the great game of war and in no way pro- 
mote the chief objects an enemy would have in view. 
If he could escape the fire of our ships and forts he 





would find large game along our extended sea coast. 
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THE GENERAL STAFF. 

Major Gen. S. B. M. Young, president of the Army 
War College, who has been designated by the President 
to be the first Chief of the General Staff, this week ap- 
pointed several committees from the officers detailed for 
General Staff duty, to make recommendations for the 
work of the General Staff; its relation to the chiefs of the 


lations so that they will be consistent with the radical 
change in Army administration caused by the formation 
of a General Staff. These committees, and the officers 
specially assigned to duty at the various departmental 
headquarters, constitute what is now termed at the War 
Department the “Provisional General Staff,” but what is 
actually the General Staff Corps of the Army. 

The members of the General Staff have been put to 
work by General Young and are now actually doing Gen- 
eral Staff duty, although the new organization does not 
go into legal effect until Aug. 15 next. Officers of the 
General Staff, who have not been assigned to any of the 
special committees mentioned above, are anxiously ex- 
pecting orderg spnding them to various departmental head- 
quarters, or to the foreign possessions of the country, for 
special duty in connection with the General Staff. Sec- 
retary Root is almost daily calling upon the General 
Staff (although his requests are addressed to the War 
College Board) to give him advice in the settlement of 
various military problems of administration. In _ this 
way he is now receiving expert, technical advice on sub- 
jects which an Army officer knows more about than 4 
civilian. Secretary Root recently wrote the following 
letter to “The Army War College Board,” which shows 
the nature of the work he will expect from the General 
Staff Corps: 

“I wish to reach a definite statement of the quantities 
of arms, ammunition, equipments and supplies of all 
kinds which it should be the aim of the War Department 
to provide and keep on hand for use in case of sudden 
and unexpected hostilities, and also to reach a definite 
understanding as to the domestic sources from which 
pose I should be glad to have your board consider and re- 
port upon the following questions : 

“1. What quantities of arms, ammunition, equipments, 
transportation, engineering, ordnance and signal corps 
supplies and appliances and all other supplies and appli- 
ances of every kind and description would be requisite to 
fit out an army and make it ready for the most effective 
service, assuming, first, an enemy of 150,000; second, an 
army of 250,000, the question being answered in each 
case both with reference to a campaign in a cold north- 
erly climate and with reference to a campaign in a hot 
climate? 

“2. What is our present supply of each article or class 
of articles reported and necessary for such an emergency‘ 
“3. What is our present capacity for the production 
of such articles? 

“4. What are the domestic sources of supply to which 
we could look in an emergency for the material w th 
which to increase, either by purchase or manufacture, 
our war material of all kinds, and what is the produc 
tive capacity of the establishments from which such ma 
terial could be produced? Your report will, of course. 
proceed upon the due proportion which should exist ¢ 
tween the different arms of the service in armies of the 
numbers mentioned and the supplies which would be re 
quisite, assuming those proportions to be observed. The 
terms ‘transportation’ and ‘engineering supplies and ap 
pliances’ are intended to include ships and vessels of all 
kinds for transportation and landing. In brief every 
kind of supply which an army may need is intended to 








various staff departments; and to revise the Army Regt- 
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be included in your consideration, so that a definite and 
comprehensive policy of preparation of material of war 
may be adopted and followed by the department, both in 
manufacture and storage and in encouragement of pri- 
vate manufacture, so that the requests to. Congress for 
appropriations may be continuously and consistenily 
guided by that policy.” 

One of the matters about which there is much spec- 
ulation in Army circles at this time is what two general 
officers will be selected by the President for duty on 
the General Staff as assistants to Major Gen. S. B. M. 
Young. Information has been received by the ARMY AND 
Navy JOURNAL, which we have every reason to believe 
trustworthy, to the effect that Adjutant Gen. Henry C. 
Corbin will be the major general selected to rank next 
on the General Staff to General Young, and probably 
to succeed him as Chief of Staff. There seems to be not 
the slightest doubt that Major Gen. Adna R. Chaffee 
will succeed General Young when that officer retires, 
Jan. 9, 1904, as lieutenant general. Our attention has 
been called to an isolated statement made in one of 
the daily papers to the effect that some question had 
arisen as to General Corbin’s eligibility, because he was 
not a general officer in the line, and that it was claimed 
he could not be considered a “general officer” within 
the meaning of the statute. This statement is easily 
refuted by the wording of the act itself, which reads: 
“That the General Staff Corps shall consist of one 
Chief of Staff and two general officers all to be de- 
tailed by the President from officers of the Army at 
large.” The proviso that these officers shall come from 
the Army at large makes staff officers as well as line 
officers eligible, according to a recent ruling of the Sec- 
retary of War. In connection with the probability that 
General Corbin will he chosen as a member of the Gen- 
eral Staff it is understood that the President and the 
Secretary of War have taken into careful consideration 
the report of the Dodge Commission to investigate the 
conduct of the War Department in the War with Spain. 
This report paid a glowing tribute to General Corbin’s 
department, which was most carefully investigated by 
the members of the Commission. The other general 
officer who will probably be selected for duty on the 
General Staff is Brig. Gen. Tasker H. Bliss. Official 
announcement of the two general officers selected will 
be made immediately upon the return of the President 
to Washington.

ARGUMENTUM AD HOMINEM. 


We have received a copy of the following letter ad- 
dressed to Mr. Herbert Welsh of Philadelphia by Prof. 
Edward 8. Holden, the celebrated astronomer and a 
graduate of the Military Academy, class of 1870: 


Dear Mr. Welsh: In answering your circular of May 14 
respecting cruelty by American soldiers in the Philip- 
pines (which has just reached me), I am going to ask if 
you have ever investigated the matter of torture inflicted 
by police officers in cities for the purpose of extorting 
confessions? Do you know about sweat-boxes and police 
methods generally? Do you know the tortures inflicted 
in prisons and jails? Do you remember the history of the 
New York police for the past twenty years? There is no 
week passes in which the police of any of our large cities 
are not very much more blameworthy in this respect 
than the soldiers in the Philippines ever were. Have you 
reflected that the officers and soldiers whom you are 
accusing of cruel practices are the very same officers and 
soldiers who went to the relief of Peking? You must 
know that they there won a reputation for mercy and 
kindness that should make every American proud. Their 
conduct in China was such as to put European soldiers 
to shame. Is it credible that the 9th Infantry were merci- 
ful and considerate in China and monsters of cruelty in 
Luzon only a few weeks earlier? For my part, I do not 
believe it. I repeat that there is more cruelty in police 
stations and prisons than there ever was in the Philip- 
pines, more cruelty to negroes in the United States to-day 
at the hands of civilians than there ever was to Filipinos 
at the hands of the Army. I will gladly join with you in 
righting any wrong done anywhere, but let us take the 
worst and nearest wrongs first. Let us begin by stopping 
the practice of burning negroes alive, for example, before 
we attempt to bestow upon negroes. or on Filipinos tne 
full blessings of citizenship. Believe me,

Mr. Welsh appears to be in the position of the 
Frenchman whose defective knowledge of English auxil- 
ieries led him to exclaim, when he fell into the water, 
“I will drown and nobody shall help me.” This we in- 
fer from the fact that he has made no reply to the 
letter which follows, addressed to him May 16, 1903: 


Dear Sir: We shall be glad to aid you in getting before 
the country the full text of Lieutenant General Miles’s 
report from the Philippines. We have already published 
in full the two reports of General Miles dated April 19, 
being, so far as we are aware, the only paper in the 
United States that has done this. In one of his reports 
General Miles refers to a report on what he condemns as 
illegal distribution of rice in the Philippines. We have 
this report and shall be quite willing to publish it also 
if you will, as you suggest, furnish the funds necessary 
to do this. We will undertake to see that advance proofs 
are sent to all the press bureaus and copies of the sup- 
plement to such persons as you may indicate to the ex- 
tent of 500 copies and will furnish you with as many more 
as you may wish to pay for. 

We quite agree with you in thinking that the documents 
accompanying the reports of the Lieutenant General 
should be published, as well as the report itself, but the 
daily papers do not appear to think that there is sufficient 
public interest in them to justify the surrender of the 
space they will require. 

Should there be any doubt as to what. in the opinion 
of General Miles, constitutes the full text of his report, 
we will ascertain from the General what he thinks should 
be published and will get from the War Department 
what is required. So far as we can learn there is nothing 
beyond what we have named, but we are quite willing 
to publish all the documents there are if you will pay 
the moderate expenses involved in printing them. 

Will you kindly reply on receipt of this, so that we 
may give the report you speak of to our printer without 
delay?

We also applied to Lieutenant General Miles, through 





our representative at Washington, and ascertained that 
the two letters already published and the reports on the 
distribution of rice referred to by him, cover all that he 
desires to have published. Those who declare that “im- 
portant points of General Miles’s report have been de- 
liberately suppressed,” are either talking of something 
they know nothing about, or else they are guilty of 
deliberate misrepresentation. The shifts to which they 
are put to prove their position are shown by their 
assertion that the number of draught animals destroyed 
in the islands was given by General Miles at 160,000, 
and reduced in the printed report to 10,000. This is 
the sentence in the report in which the statement re- 
ferred to appears: . 

“But the most serious affliction in its results is the 
destruction of the agricultural animals. Governor Taft 
stated that in the estimation of the civil authorities 
fully 90 per cent. had been destroyed. On the Island 
of Luzon alone it is estimated that there were formerly 
10,000 carabao and a proportionate number on the other 
islands.” 

It is possible, of course, that there may be a 
clerical or typographical error in the figures “10,000”, 
but it is obvious that the force of General Miles’s 
statement does not depend on the number given, and the 
suggestion of misrepresentation is as childish as it is 
malicious, 
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Another large batch of promotions and retirements of 
officers with Civil War records will be made upon the 
retirement for age on July 26 of Major Gen. George W. 
Davis. Gen. John F. Weston, Commissary General of 
the Army, who now lies at Johns Hopkins Hospital in 
Baltimore seriously ill with aneurism of the heart, 
will probably be made a major general and retired at that 
time, in the event of his recovery. It is stated at the 
War Department, upon the highest authority, that there 
is not the slightest thought of promoting to the grade of 
major general with a view to their retirement Gen. A, 
W. Greely, Chief Signal Officer, and Gen. A. E. Bates, 
Paymaster General. It is stated, however, that eventu- 
ally all of those chiefs of staff departments who served 
in the Civil War will be promoted to the higher grade 
and retired, as was done in the cases of Generals Luding- 
ton and Breckinridge. It is the intention of the Presi- 
dent, acting upon the recommendation of the Secretary of 
War, to retire colonels and lieutenant colonels with Civil 
War records as brigadier generals, who have been select- 
ed for this reward in two different sections—one section 
to be promoted and retired upon the retirement of Gen- 
eral Davis in July, and the other upon the retirement of 
General Miles in August. The following officers, among 
others, will probably be retired as brigadier generals this 
summer: Adjutant General’s Department—Col. John 
B. Babcock; Judge Advocate General’s Department— 
Lieut. Col. Edward Hunter; Quartermaster General’s 
Department—Col. Edwin B. Atwood and Col. John Simp- 
son; Medical Department—©Ool. R. J. A. Cleary, Col. 
Henry Lippincott and Col. Calvin DeWitt; Ordnance 
Department—Col. James A. Reilly; Artillery Corps— 
Col, C. A. Woodruff; Infantry Arm—Col. ©. 8. Roberts, 
2d Inf.; Col. James Miller, 22d Inf.; Col. D. J. Craigie, 
11th Inf.; Col. C. G. Penney, 29th Inf., and Col. T. F. 
Forbes, 27th Inf., and Col. Charles A. Woodruff of the 
Subsistence Department. Which of these officers will 
be retired in July, and which in August has not yet been 
decided. .

Lieut. Col. James Parker, 13th Cav., Chief of the 
Militia Division of the War Department, has recom- 
mended that the return of the arms loaned by the Na- 
tional Guard organizations to various schools and col- 
leges be delayéd as long as possible, with the idea that 
Congress will, at its next session, authorize such in- 
stitutions of learning to keep arms they now have, 
which, under the present law, would have to be turned 
into the War Department. It is believed that Colonel 
T’arker’s recommendation will be appraved by the Sec- 
retary of War. When the question first arose as to the 
disposition of these arms, Gen. William Crozier, Chief 
vf Ordnance, returned the communication relative to 
the matter to the Adjutant General with the following 
endorsement: “The United States arms now in the 
possession of the States and Territories have been is- 
sued to them for the purpose of arming and equipping 
the militia, and for no other. The loan of these arms 
to schools, no matter how desirable it may have been 
as a means of military instruction, seems to have been 
without the authority of law. Congress has provided 
for the use of arms for the purpose of instruction of 
students at institutions of learning, and has prescribed 
the conditions under which such use is permitted. To 
adopt other means of providing these institutions would 
be to substitute the judgment of the Department for that 
ot Congress.” 
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Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler, Presjdent of Columbia 
University, who has returned from the West where he 
traveled for a time with President Roosevelt, declares 
that the latter has won the full confidence of business 
men, wage earners and farmers, and that he is the log- 
ical candidate for renomination in 1904. President But- 
ler adds that Any one who tries to get up an agitation 
on the lines of so cailed “anti imperialism” or by attack- 
ing the Army will have his trouble for his pains. This 
is highly important testimony. One of President Roose- 





velt’s invariable themes in his western speeches is the 
Army and Navy. He has spoken a score of times in 
praise of the Army and its work in the Philippines and 
in approval of the laws recently enacted for the better- 
ment of the military establishment. He has been even 
more emphatic in urging the building of a powerful Navy 
and making it capable of protecting American interests 
in every part of the world. These expressions have every- 
where evoked the most enthusiastic demonstrations of 
popular approval—demonstrations which prove beyond 
all doubt that the people are with the President heart and 
soul in his demand for preparedness in the National de- 
fenses and shoulder to shoulder with him in upholding 
the honor of the Army and Navy. From all of which it 
is evident that 1904 is going to be a frosty year for the 
“anti imperialist” snivellers. ; 
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In reply to a question from Mr. J. E. Duncan, of Day- 
ton, Ohio, as to whether the men who were originally in 
the Ohio National Guard previous to the enactment of 
the “Dick Bill,” are now members of the United States 
Reserves, or not, Lieut. Col. J. Parker, 13th U.S. Oav., 
A.A.G., under instructions of the Secretary of War, after 
quoting extracts from the Militia act of 1993 and other 
laws, says: “Under Sec. 8, Pars. 15 and 16, of the Con- 
stitution and the laws enacted pursuant thereto in 1792, 
every citizen of the United States of military age, 
whether in the organized militia or National Guard or 
not, has always been subject to. being called into the 
Service of the United States, ‘against their wish or not’ 
(quoting your words), to suppress insurrections, to re- 
pel invasions or to execute the laws of the Union in any 
part of the United States. As stated above, it has al- 
ways been the duty of the citizen under the Constitution, 
when called upon by the United States, to enter its ser- 
vice for its defense, and the United States has had the 
right to enforce this obligation. Under the Militia act 
of 1908, to which you refer, the President is very 
properly given power to call upon the organized militia, 
when troops are needed for its defense and the enforce- 
ment of its laws. The obligation of the members of the 
National Guard of Ohio is not, therefore, increased by 
this. act.” 
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The War Department has awarded to the Erhardt 
Company of Dusseldorf, Germany, the contract for the 
manufacture of fifty of the new model field guns and 
carriages for the Artillery Corps. This action was taken 
by Secretary Root upon the recommendation of General 
William Crozier, Chief of Ordnance, in order that the 
manufacture of the guns might be expedited. The guns 
will be constructed in accordance with the designs and 
drawings submitted by the Ordnance Department of the 
Army, and the contract calls for the delivery of the guns 
within eight months. General Crozier recently called 
for bids for the construction of the guns and carriages 
complete and only received a bid from one firm in this 
country. The Erhardt concern of Germany agreed to 
deliver the guns and carriages about a year and a half 
earlier than the American concern and was therefore 
awarded the contract. Fifty of the new guns are now 
in course of manufacture at the Watervliet Arsenal, and 
thirty-four are being built by the American and British 
Ordnance Company. General Crozier is anxious that the 
new field pieces be placed in the hands of the Artillery 
Corps at the earliest practicable date. 














Two interesting but unconfirmed reports as to naval 
affairs are afloat this week. The first is that the Navy 
Department has at last decided to send a battleship 
squadron to Kiel to take part in the forthcoming naval 
regatta and that the German Emperor has issued special 
orders that the Americans sha!l be received with every 
mark of honor in order that “the German navy shall 
appear to them in the best possible light.” The second 
‘story, published in a Berlin despatch to the London 
Chronicle, is to the effect that the German Admiralty 
has received an unofficial notification of the intention to 
hold an international naval parade at Newport News, 
Va., on the occasion of the opening of the Louisiana 
Purchase Exposition at St. Louis next year. The des- 
patch says it is expected that official invitations will be 
issued shortly to all the naval powers. Germany in- 
tends to send a squadron of her best ships, which prob- 
ably will be commanded by Prince Henry of Prussia. 
Both these reports are interesting, if true. 





One fact that gives color to the report that a battle- 
ship squadron of the United States Navy may be sent 
to Kiel for the great naval regatta is that orders have 
been sent to the New York navy yard to rush repair 
work on the Alabama and the Kearsarge in order that 
they shall be in readiness by June 5. Former orders 
called for their completion by June 15. An extra force 
of men will work on the vessels night and day. It is 
thought that the Kearsarge will be the only extra battle- 
ship to be added to those on the Buropean Station in 
time for the Kiel regatta. 
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Examinations for the civilians and enlisted men of the 
Marine Corps designated for commissions as second 
lieutenants in the Marine Corps will be held at Wesh- 
ington Barracks on June 1. The Commandant of the 
Marine Corps is particularly anxious that all of the 
vacancies in the grade of second lieutenant created by 
the recent Naval Appropriation act be filled in June, 
ia order that the new men may be ordered to the School 
of Application at Annapolis,

ASSOCIATION OF MILITARY SURGEONS. 


The 12th annual convention of the Association of 
Military Surgeons of the United States began in Fan- 
euil Hall, Boston, Mass., May 20. The report of the 
executive committtee showed an increase in member- 
ship during the year of 263. During the year the or- 
ganization, which was founded in 1890, was chartered 
by an act of Congress. The report of the treasurer, 
Major H. A. Arnold, showed disbursements of $3,277 
and a balance in the treasury of $4,782.40, a gain in 
surplus over last year of $530. 

The report of the committee on a public service medi- 
cal school, which was made by Lieut. Col. John Van 
R. Hoff, U.S.A., outlined a plan for a Government 
medical college, in which the recruits for the medical 
service in the Army, Navy and Marine hospital corps 
shall be drawn, as the officers for the branches of the 
Army are now drawn, from West Point. He proposed a 
hospital with accommodation for 1,000 beds in Wash- 
ington, in which the students would have every oppor- 
tunity for study and predicted that the hospital and the 
school would pay for itself in the amount of pensions 
which would be saved in the future. 

Considerable interest was manifest in the report of 
the committee on the Enno Sander prize medal, which 
is a golden trophy awarded annually from a fund given 
by Major Enno Sander of St. Louis, for the best essay 
on a subject selected by the executive committee of the 
association. The second honor is a life membership in 
the association. 

The sealed envelopes containing the names of the es- 
sayists were opened by the secretary. The winning 
essayist proved to be Major Frederick Smith of the 
Royal Army medical corps, Lanecastershire, Eng., while 
the second was Dr. William C. Rucker of the U.S. 
Marine Hospital Service. 

Dr. Rucker was present in the hall and when the 
fact was ascertained he was called forward and re- 
quested to read his essay. It was an excellent paper, 
thorough in diagnostic explanations and splendidly com- 
posed. At its conclusion he was surrounded by his 
fellow members and showered with congratulations. He 
is a young officer, and a graduate of Rush Medical 
School, Chicago. 

At the session on May 21 there were 21 papers on 
a variety of topics concerning the profession and the 
Service presented, some being read in full by the 
essayists, and others being presented merely by title, 
on account of their great length. 

Surg. Gen. J. Mikliczs, chief medical officer of the 
6th Army Corps of the imperial German army, was 
presented to the convention by President Blood. Dr. 
Mikliezs made a brief speech, in which he thanked the 
convention for its courtesy and wished its members a 
heppy and profitable session. 

Another pleasant incident was the telegraphic ex- 
change of greetings with the association of Medical 
Officers of the Army and Navy of the Confederacy, hold- 
ing its annual session in New Orleans. 

Major Azel Ames, U.S.V., read a paper on the in- 
justice of the present Jaw as regards past ‘assistant 
surgeons, pointing out that while they had beeome a 
fixture in the Service, the law did not permit pensions. 
retirement for age or disability or burial in the Army 
or Navy cemeteries, 

Surgeon Henry G. Beyer, U.S.N., read a paper on 
the prevention of a spread of measles on board ship, 
and Major Charles B. Ewing, U.S.A., on “Leprosy, as 
Seen in the Philippines,” illustrating it with many 
sketches and drawings.

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ARMY GENERAL STAFF. 


A Washington correspondent of the New York Tri- 
bune says: “The officers of the Army attending the 
preliminary sessions of the General Staff were impressed 
this week during the address delivered by Gen. William H. 
Carter. It has been a question all along whether the 
General Staff would be purely advisory in its functions 
or somewhat administrative, and it now appears that it 
is to be largely administrative and occasionally advisory. 
This has created a profound sensation among the bureau 
chiefs, who have feared all along that their duties would 
be intrenched upon by the General Staff and that mat- 
ters which have hitherto been regarded as entirely within 
the province of the respective bureaus would come under 
the General Staff for action. Some suggestion of the 
work which devolves upon the new body has been given 
by the duties now being performed by the War College 
Board, which has already taken upon itself work hither- 
to done by the different bureaus of the department, 1n- 
cluding the direction of funds for the construction otf 
barracks and quarters, the selection of sites for coast 
forts and similar matters. 

“One of the interesting results of the deliberations ot 
the War College Board is illustrated by the case which 
originated with the Chief of Artillery of the Army. That 
officer, General Randolph, happens to be a member of the 
War College Board, so when he submits a matter to the 
commanding general he sends it to the War College 
Board, which, in turn, refers it to its Artillery expert, 
General Randolph, with the effect that that officer, as a 
member of the War College Board, passes on his own 
recommendations, as Chief of Artillery. The document 
goes back to the War Department, of course, with the 
indorsement of the War College Board on a recommenda- 
tion of the Chief of Artillery. 

“The members of the General Staff were informed by 
General Carter that Secretary Root had not abandoned 
his theory of the virtue of the project he had originally 
entertained in relation to the General Staff scheme, and 
it was hinted that the authorities still cherish the in- 
tention of merging with the General Staff the Inspector 
General's Department, and of combining certain other 
departments as well as placing Army transportation in 
an independent branch. This has caused something of 
a commotion among the bureau officers of the depart- 
ment, who begin to think that the General Staff is a good 
deal more of a body than they have been imagining.” 
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FORT LEAVENWORTH COURTS-MARTIAL. 


The court-martial of which Col. C. C. C. Carr, 4th 
U.S. Cav., is president, has been kept busy with the trial 
of the several officers ordered before it, and at this writ- 
ing still has considerable business before it can adjourn. 

The testimony in the case of Lieut. Thomas B. Croc- 
kett, 24th U.S. Inf., was concluded on May 19. Capt. 
J. T. Dickman, 8th U.S. Cav., testified that the reason 


Lieutenant Crockett failed, he thought, was from lack of 
application and early school education and his utter in- 
ability to master the subject of mathematics. Lieuten- 
ent Crockett testified that he left school at the early age 
of fifteen. He went to Central America and from there 
to Porto Rico and Cuba. While in Cuba his health 
failed and he had to return to the United States. Later 
he went to Alaska, and when the Spanish-American War 
broke out he enlisted in the Washington Volunteers and 
left for the Philippines. While serving in the field he 
was frequently commended by the colonel of his regi- 
ment for his gallant services in action. He gained his 
commission as a reward for his gallant services in time 
of action. His plea was read by the senior member of 
the council, Captain Bolles, and the case then went be- 
fore the court. 

The trial of Lieut. William M. True, 28th U.S. Inf., 
commenced May 20, the charge against him being con- 
duct prejudicial to good order and failing to pass the 
semi-annual examination in December, 1902, and also 
the second examination on Feb. 23, 1903. To the four 
specifications and the charge he pleaded not guilty. He 
engaged Major C. G. Morton and Capt. F. C. Bolles, 6th 
U.S. Inf., to act as his counsel. Lieutenant True was 
reported tardy or absent from seven recitations and but 
two of the excuses given proved satisfactory. One ex- 
cuse he gave was that he saw a number of the student 
officers standing on the front porch, and he stated that he 
did not think school had commenced. Another reason 
was that his watch was slow. Lieut. J. Van R. Hoff, 
U.S.A, testified as to the number of times Lieutenant 
True was on sick report. 

Lieutenant True testified that he went to school in 
Texas and between the age of fifteen and sixteen his 
school career ended. He enlisted in Battery A, Light 
Missouri Artillery, and saw about four months’ service 
with the Volunteers in Porto Rico, eighteen months in 
the Philippines and about six months in the Regular 
Army in the Philippines. For his gallant and distin- 
guished service while in action on the battle field he 
stated that he was recommended for a commission in the 
Regular Army by Major General Young, U.S.A. He 
said that his visits to Leavenworth were infrequent and 
that he often studied the branches in which he had failed 
the first time on Saturdays and Sundays, which are con- 
sidered for recreation. 

Lieutenant True also testified that the. reason he was 
confined to the hospital was on account of over-study 
and the diligence he applied to his studies brought on an 
attack of nervousness, and that he studied so much and 
was so confident that he would pass his examinations 





that it came as a surprise when he found that he had 
failed. He said that he did not have time to review his 
studies the evening before, as he was officer of the day. 
Major Morton was counsel for the defense.. He said 
that the record of the accused in the Philippines for 
distinguished services and receiving a recommendation 
from General Young should be impressed upon the court 
in determining its decision. The judge advocate argued 
that the defense failed in drill regulations and sma|| 
arms firing through lack of application. 

The trial of 2d Lieut. John F. McCarthy, 19th U.S. 
Inf., commenced May 24. Lieutenant McCarthy is the 
officer who went into considerable debt to a number of 
citizens of Leavenworth and was arrested for duplicat- 
ing his pay voucher for the month of April. He had 
previously resigned, and left his post for parts unknown, 
but his resignation was not accepted. .He was subse- 
quently arrested. Lieutenant McCarthy was taken over 


to Sherman Hall, where the court convened, from the- 


post hospital, where he was confined in the prison ward, 
in charge of a non-commissioned officer. He pleaded 
not guilty. Major John C. Muhlenberg, U.S.A., chief 
paymaster of the Department of Missouri testified that 
he received the pay voucher of Lieutenant McCarthy 
from Ed. Carroll, president of the Leavenworth Nationa! 
bank, but learned that Lieutenant McCarthy had ten- 
dered his resignation and that he did not send the 
amount of money the voucher called for to Mr. Carroll, 
but informed him that he would have to get it from 
Washington. 

James Stone testified that Lieutenant McCarthy bor- 
rowed $50 from him and a note was taken. He tried 
to collect, but Lieutenant McCarthy informed him tha 
the amount would be paid by Mr. Carroll when the 
check arrived for the voucher that had been sent. B. B. 
Woolfe, of the firm of Woolfe & Winnig, stated that 
Lieutenant McCarthy owed him $310.02. Mr. Abels, 
of the Home Furniture Company, testified that he 
bought a number of articles from Lieutenant McCarthy 
such as rugs, ete. He paid $25 and had no knowledg: 
of where the articles came from until he saw the nam 
of Ettenson, Woolfe & Winnig stamped on the back; 
he did not know that the articles were not paid for. 
Lieutenant McCarthy was also indebted to the Enge! 
Clothing Company and Mr. Abeles stated that he re- 
quested him to give fifteen of the $25 to Mr. Engel and 
that the lieutenant readily agreed to do this. 
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SHALL THE CONSTITUTION OF THE A.M.A.A. 
BE AMENDED? 


Washington, D.C., May 26, 1903. 
To THE Eprror OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

Dear Sir: So many of the officers of the Army and 
their families are so deeply interested in the Army Ma- 
tual Aid Association that I venture to ask for space to 
submit a brief statement regarding the amendment pro- 
posed by some of the members of the Association residing 
in Texas; the amendment is to be acted on at the ad- 
journed meeting to be held next October. It seems fit- 
ting to state that I have no official connection with the 
Association and never have had; my interest is only that 


of a regular contributing member for twenty-four years 
—No. 131 in the serial numbering—and I write this 
wholly of my own motion. 

On the receipt of the proposed amendment my natural 
inclination was in its favor. I had paid all assessments 
and dues for eighteen years and yet under the amended 
constitution of 1896 have been assessed as if I had joined 
in 1897 instead of 1879. But in the nature of the case 
we old members are more concerned in the stability of the 
Association than we are in the size of our annual dues. 
(1) Not very many more of these assessments can de 
paid by us and (2) we cannot insure in ordinary life 
companies without paying a much larger premium than 
we now pay, even if we can insure at all, as certainly 
some of us cannot. It is worth while thus to analyze 
the condition that will be produced by the adoption of the 
proposed amendment. 

More than nine hundred members would have their an- 
nual dues reduced under the proposed assessment on the 
basis of the age of entering the Association. The re- 
duction in amount would be about $30,000; that is, pro- 
vision must be made to increase the assessments of the 
members below the average age to raise three-sevenths of 
the amount paid as annual benefits. 

Another fact should be considered in this connection. 
While the deaths among the older members were, during 
the last year, at the rate of fifty-nine per thousand, 
among the younger members they were but eleven per 
thousand. 

There is then a very serious question of justice and 
fair play towards the large number of young officers who 
have joined the Association during the past few years. 
The increase of their assessments (nearly six-sevenths 
for the benefit of the older men) so as to raise the $30,- 
000 deducted from the dues of the older members would, 
in many cases, make their insurance in the A.M.A.A. 
about as costly as a policy in a strong life insurance com- 
pany would be, which offers, as we do not, “paid up” in- 
surance after three years. If the Association breaks 
faith with them—for they have come in supposing our 
system was fixed— it is not in position to blame them if 
they allow their membership to lapse. The argument 
against joining, on the part of young officers who are not 
now members, would be even stronger. They have as- 
sumed no obligation and self-interest would lead them 
away from the A.M.A.A. to the regular insurance com- 
panies. With young members leaving us and young 
officers not join us, we should present a peculiarly ag- 
gravated case of race suicide. 

It is not necessary to assume that the readjustment 
effected and the ratio established in 1896-7 were ideal or 
the best practicable; all that is herein undertaken is to 
show that those whose interest in this matter is bound up 
with the stability of the Association will certainly incur 
a great peril, and probably a very serious loss, by adopt- 
ing the proposed amendment. Apparently we could avoid 
the peril and the loss only by expediting the event we all 
unticipate but probably do not care to hasten, the event 
that will transform a policy into a claim.

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VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


Acting Secretary Darling has issued orders postponing 
until June 20 the departure of the Kearsarge, the Mas- 
sachusetts, the Illinois, the Alabama and the Mayflower, 
of the North Atlantic Fleet. for a cruise to the Azores. 

The Navy Department has disturbed the calculation 
of some bidders for supplies by setting its face against 
what are known as balance bids, and has thrown out 
bids which were made to appear more reasonable than 
they were actually, by putting an extremely low price 
on articles that were little called for, and making it up 
by charging well for articles of large demand. 

The arrival of the Yorktown has been announced from 
Honolulu, and it is understood that this vessel, following 
a short stay at that port for temporary refit, will pro- 
ceed at once to the Mare Island Navy Yard for the com- 
plete overhauling and repairs of which she stands so 
much in need. 

The Illinois is being fitted with new gun mounts for 
the guns of her six-inch battery. The new mounts are 
equipped with separate training and loading gear. The 
old mounts will be sent to the ordnance factory at the 
Washington Yard and prepared for installation on the 
Alabama. 

Rear Admiral H. C. Taylor, U.S.N., Chief of the 
Bureau of Navigation, paid the Norfolk Navy Yard a 
semi-official visit last week, and during his stay made 
quite an extensive tour of the ships and shops of that 
station. 

The question of reduction in weight on modern battle- 
ships and armored cruisers is one of the most important 
matters now before the naval constructors and designers 
of this country. It may be stated in this connection that 
the battleships recently designed by the Board on Con- 
struction and contracted for will probably be the most 
luxurious ships, from the officer’s point of view, ever, 
constructed, and that future ships ) the Navy will be 
less and less comfortable as far as luxuries are con- 
cerned. As there must be a cut in the weights some 
place, it will prohably be in the matter of cabins, etc. 
The ordnance and the engineers are not inclined to allow 
a reduction in the weight of their respective parts of the 
ship, so it will have to fall elsewhere as indicated. 

Acting Secretary of the Navy Darling has received 
a report from the General Board of the Navy, in which 
the immediate establishment of a coaling station at 
Dutch Harbor, Alaska, is recommended. It is stated in 
the report that the erection at Dutch Harbor of a coal 
depot, with an initial capacity of 5,000 tons, would be 
of incalculable benefit to the Navy from a strategic 
viewpoint. Dutch Harbor is located in one of the 
Aleutian Islands, and is in the direct commercial route 
between the ports of the Behring Sea and Southern 
Alaska and the Pacific coast of this country. No action 
has yet been taken on the report. 

The Board on Construction of the Navy has taken up 
the question of design for the two 13,000-ton battleships 
authorized at the last session of Congress. Although 
the Board has reached no decision relative to the details 
of the designs for the two ships, it is understood that 
they will closely resemble the German type of battleships 
except that they will have twin instead of triple screws. 
It is undecided whether the ships will be light armored 
and have a speed of 18 knots, or whether they will have 
heavy armor and armament and have a speed of about 
15 knots. Rear Admiral Francis T. Bowles, Chief of 
the Bureau of Construction and Repair, has submitted 
to the Board on Construction no less than five different 
designs for these ships, any one of which would come 
within the restrictions laid down by Congress. These 
ships are not regarded with much favor by the members 
of the Board on Construction, but it is intended that 
they shall be the most powerful ships it is possible to 
build with only 13,000 tons displacement. 

Comdr. Richard G. Davenport, U.S.N., has been desig- 
nated to close up the affairs of the Bureau of Equipment 
at the works of the William R. Trigg Company, and in 
the execution of this duty reported at Richmond on May 
18, and will continue this work until all details relati 
to the contract of the Trigg Company in connection with 
the construction of the Galveston have been leted. 
As soon as the local courts have rendered a decis 
to the status of the government work at the yards of 
Trigg Company, the naval authorities will begin the 
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of preparing the vessel for launching and transfer to 
the Norfolk Navy Yard for completion. Orders in detail 
have been sent to the representatives of the Bureaus of 
Steam Wngineering and Construction and Repair to take 
under their control the vessel and all materials belonging 
to her, and a careful account has already been made of 
the unfinished items pertaining to this work. 

_ The naval recruiting station established in Richmond, 
Va., a short time ago, has not met with the success an- 
ticipated and has been discontinued for the present. 

The Navy Department has made final acceptance of 
the torpedo-boat destroyer Paul Jones, built by the Union 
Iron Works of San Francisco, and now at the Mare 
Island Navy Yard. The Paul Jones has made a credit- 
able record during the official trials, and will probably 
be commissioned for experimental purposes as soon as a 
erew and officers can be secured for the purpose. At 
present, however, the list of officers is so small that it 
is doubtful if the Paul Jones can be commissioned until 
some time late in the fall of the present year. 

The Secretary of the Navy will probably direct that 
a portion at least of the North Atlantic Squadron be 
sent to Nahant, Mass., to participate in the celebration 
of the fiftieth anniversary of the founding of that town, 
now suth a well known seaside resort. Senator Lodge 
has been interesting himself in the matter. The cele 
tion will come off in June. 

The dimensions of the new gunboats, to be named the 
Dubuque and the Paduach, will be 174 feet long, 35 
feet extreme beam, 1,085 tons displacement, bunker ca- 
pacity 200 tons. Their speed will be about twelve knots. 

The monitor Florida was delivered to the command- 
ant of the New York Navy Yard May 26, by her builders, 
the Crescent Shipbuilding Company, of Elizabethport, 

The Peruvian gunboat Loreto sprang a leak forty 
miles northwest of the Scilly Islands May 25, and sank 
in an hour. Her men were picked up by a French 
trawler and were landed at Plymouth. 

A final trial of the U.S. torpedo boat destroyer Mac- 
donough was successfully made on May 27 off the Mas- 
sachusetts coast. The test called for a continuous speed 
of 26 knots for one hour, and better average speed than 
this was maintained. The engines showed 332 7-10 
revolutions as against the required number, 331. The 
Macdonough which will be a sister ship to the Law- 
rence, will be ready for coast trial in a few weeks. The 
Macdonough was constructed by the Fore River Ship 
and Engine Co., Quincy, Mass. 

After a five days’ visit in. San Juan, P.R., during 
which time she excited great interest, the Argentine Re- 
public’s school-ship Presidente Sarmiento sailed for Colon, 
from which place she will proceed to the United States 
by way of Havana. Her itinerary for the next few 
months is as follows Havana, June 24-29; Annapolis, 
July 6-14; New York, July 17-25; Newport, R.L, July 
26-29; Halifax, Aug. 1-3; Quebec, Aug. 9-13. She ex- 
pects to reach Bahia Blanca on Nov. 25 and Buenos 
Ayres on Jan. 25, 1904, thus completing a cruise of 23,- 
257 miles. The Presidente Sarmiento carries the senior 
cadets of the Argentine Naval Academy. The ship is 
commanded by Commandant Belsario P. Quiroga, with 
Diego C. Garcia and Bernabe Merono second and third 
in command, respectively. The cadets in addition to 
their seaman’s duties are required to learn English and 
have an instructor in English aboard.

NO SHIPS FOR BREMERTON, 


The Navy Department this week took radical action 
relative to the sending of ships of the Navy to the 
Puget Sound, Washington, navy yard, by countermand- 
ing the orders to the Pacific Squadron to go to that 
yard for docking, and informing the local authorities of 
Bremerton that no more ships of the Navy would, under 
any conditions, be sent there until the Department was 
certain that the saloons and other dives had been closed. 


The cause of this action of the Navy Department was 
the receipt of information that the liquor licenses, which 
were revoked several weeks ago when complaint of the 
conditions at Bremerton was made by the Navy De- 
partment, had been reissued by the local authorities. 


The Navy Department this week gave out the following 
statement relative to the matter: “The Navy Department 
is still somewhat concerned as to the continuance of the 
liquor saloons and gambling houses near the Bremerton 
Naval Station. When this condition of affairs was first 
brought to the attention of the Navy Department com. 
plaint was immediately made to the local authorities 
at Bremerton and it was informed that the offending 
cause had been removed. 

“The Department now hears that the difficulty is 
still existing there and has directed the Pacific Squadron, 


which was about to sail from San Francisco for Puget 
Sound (Bremerton), to delay its departure until further 
orders, The Department is loath to expose the crews of 


ships to the demoralizing influences which formerly 
existed near the navy yard at Bremerton, Wash., but 
still hopes it may have been misinformed.” 

There are already indications that the firm stand of 
the Navy Department with regard to the evils at Brem- 
erton will produce the desired result. The decent citi- 
zens of the place are resolved that the demands of the 
Goverment shall be complied with, and the mayor is 
said to have written to Captain Bleecker that the Coun- 
ci! has passed resolutions which will not only result in 
the removal of every saloon, but which places the Coun- 
cil on record as pledged against the issuance of any 
saloon licenses. Threats are made that certain members 
of the Council who are chiefly responsible for the pres- 
ence of the dives near the navy yard will be tarred and 
feathered and driven from town if they persist in their 
opposition to decency and order. Evidently the people 
ef Bremerton have discovered which is the buttered 
side of their bread.

SCHEME OF NAVAL DEFENSE. 
G.O. 128, MAY 7, 198, NAVY DEPARTMENT. 
fhe sea and lake coasts are hereby divided into the 
below-named naval districts and the official title of the 
officer designated to command a district shall be Com- 
mandant, (First) Naval District. 

The second in command of each nayal district shall in 
time of peace be the aid to the commandant, or such 
other line officer under his command as he may designate. 
In time of war the lighthouse inspectors shall become 
second in command and be charged with the details of 
the duty, 

‘Yorpedo vessels shall be considered as a part of the 
mobile defense of each district and torpedo boat bases 
will be established in the several districts. 

As a part of the scheme of naval defense each district 
will provide means of obtaining and forwarding informa- 
tion to and from the coast and of communicating with 
vessels of our own Navy, and this system, as a whole, 
shall be designated as the Naval Patrol. 

the headquarters of each naval district shall be the 
place to which all information furnished by the naval 
patrol stations is to be sent. 

The Office of Naval Intelligence is designated as the 
center to which information coming from the naval 
patrol stations is to be forwarded via the naval district 
headquarters. From this office the information will be 
distributed to the proper authorities under whose cog- 
nizance it comes. 

‘he limits of the naval districts, the officers who wilh 
be commandants, and the locations of the torpedo boat 
bases are given in the following table. 

Under the direction of the Secretary of the Navy the 
Bureau of Navigation shall have cognizance ana general 
supervision of matters pertaining to the naval districts.

1. Hereafter, the surplus remaining on hand in the gen- 
tral mess of any vessel or station on July 1 of any fiscal 
year in excess of $1 per capita for the enlisted men compos- 
ing the mess on June 30 preceding shall be turned over 
by the commissary officer to the pay officer and taken 
up by him under “General Account Advances’ te the 
credit of the appropriation ‘Provisions, Navy,” for the 
fiscal year just closed. 

2. At stations where there was a surpius on hand July 
1, 1902, the amount thereof still remaining upon receipt 
of this order shall be deposited forthwith in the nearest 
subtreasury or authorized depository, to the credit of 
the Treasurer of the United States as ‘Miscellaneous Re- 
ceipts."" If on board any cruising ship there shall be 
found any similar surplus remaining over from June 30, 
1902, it shall be transferred to the pay officer, who will 
charge himself therewith under “General Account of 
Advances” as ‘Miscellaneous Receipts,” with explana- 
tory reference to this order. 

3. The funds received by the commissary officer from 
the appropriation ‘Provisions, Navy” through the com- 
mutation of rations may be used properly only for the 
purchase of articles of food, and shall not be used for 
any other purpose whatever. 

4. The necessary cleaning gear for the galley, bake 
ovens, mess tables, and utensils pertaining thereto, will 
be furnished by the Bureau of Equipment. 

5. For the coming fiscal year the Bureau of Supplies 
and Accounts will have contracts at the various navy 
yards and stations within the United States for the 
articles of fresh provisions allowed by t.e Navy ration. 
At such places the articles called for by these contracts 
will always be procured from the contractors, except, as 
provided in the contract, when satisfactory delivery can- 
not be made. On board those vessels and at those sta- 
tions where for reasons the Department has directed that 
all rations be commuted, the fresh provisions referred to 
above shall be procured from the contractors, the pay- 
ments to be made at contract prices from commuted

STATE TROOPS. 

The manual for tent pitching prepared by a board otf 
Army officers, which convened at Fort Sheridan, Lil, by 
order of General MacArthur, commanding the Depart- 
ment of the Lakes, which we recently reprinted from tne 
official order, has met with such an unexpected demand 
that we have printed a second edition of the manual. 
Quite a number of Adjutants General have ordered a 
supply of the manual for the officers of the various com- 
mands in their States, and we can supply them at the 
rate of $3 per hundred, or a single copy at 10 cents. 

Some daily newspapers of New York, which on May 
27 announced in big headlines that Governor vdell 
checked discipline by reinstating two enlisted men, dis- 
honorably discharged by the commanding officer of the 
ith Regiment, would have done well to have investigated 
the facts before undertaking to criticise the Governor. 
in the first place the action of the Governor was not 
taken until he had consulted competent military ad- 
visors, including the Judge Advocate General. The two 
men in question were illegally dismissed, and while they 
deserved the punishment, military discipline also de- 
mands that laws and regulations be observed. Failure 
to do so relieved the delinquent men from punishment. 
There was no other course for Governor Odell to take 
under the circumstances but to disapprove the discharge 
of the men, and he helped military discipline in making 
it plain that laws must be observed. The bad discipline 
in the regiment has been apparent for some years, and it 
is hoped that the next action the Governor will take will 
be a complete reorganization, and the elimination of a 
number of its present officers. To continue the organiza- 
tion in its present condition is a waste of public money. 
The men are all right, but new blood is sadly needed 
among the officers. 

That the Tist New York is represented by four of its 
members on the team of twelve men composing the Inter- 
national Rifle Team is an unusually high honor. The 
four men won their places after the fairest kind of a 
competition and against a number of the best military 
long-range riflemen. Of the 537 members who went to 
Creedmoor for rifle practice recently all qualified as 
marksmen, and 22 qualified as sharpshooters. A most 
commendable showing for the command of Colonel Bates. 

The inspection of the three light batteries, N.G.N.Y., 
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of New York city, before officers of the Army, resulted 
in an excellent showing for each. In Manhattan the in- 
spections were conducted by Lieut. Col, Walter Howe, 
Art. Corps, U.S.A., and Major Robert F. Ames, léth 
U.S. Inf., and in Brooklyn by Capt. Hamilton 
Rowan, Art. Corps, U.S.A. The ist Battery, Captain 
Wendel, was inspected at great disadvantage. Its new 
armory not being fully completed, it is not yet in pos- 
seession of it, but by the courtesy of the contractor, the 
battery was allowed to store its guns and other belong- 
ings in the riding ring. Despite this drawback, the dust 
and dirt made by workmen, and the lack of proper facil- 
ities for getting into condition, Captain Wendell turned 
out his men in fine shape, and when the inspecting ofti- 
cers arrived at the new armory, ten minutes before the 
hour set for inspection, the battery was already formed 
and in waiting. Lieutenant Colonel Howe suggested that 
the inspection commence ahead of time, and Captain 
Wendel acquiesced. This was seven minutes ahead of 
the appointed time, and unfortunately the battery was 
a little the loser in percentage of attendance by being sv 
prompt. After the inspection had started three men came 
in, and although they arrived before the hour of 8, they 
could not, under the rule, be counted as present. The 
total number present was 86 officers and men, six men be- 
ing absent. The battery is entitled to great praise for 
its fine showing under such adverse circumstances. In 
the inspection of the 2d Battery, Brevet Major Wilson, in 
its temporary quarters in the Bronx, five officers and six- 
ty-four men were present, and five men were absent. 
The battery quarters are very conveniently fitted up, 
and were in first-class condition. The clothing, guns, ac- 
coutrements, etc., were all recently supplied and were in 
the best of shape.

On October 1. the courses of instruction are to be be- 
gun at the new military technical college which is to 
be established in Berlin. Not more than 50 officers, 
who must be of such an age that they will not attain 
the rank of captain while seconded for these instructional 
courses, will, in the first instance, be summoned to the 
capital. The full course will last three year; but of- 
ficers will have to satisfy the authorities at the end of 
each year that it is desirable that they should continue 
their studies. 

In order to raise the standard of gunnery efficiency 
especially in the matter of secondary ordnance, the Ger- 
man Admiralty proposes by money rewards to provide 
a reserve of trained marksmen. Increased pay will be 
given to those men who undergo the et gunnery 
course and re-engage at the end of their third year of 
compulsory service.

The re-engaged gunners, or Schutzenkapi- 
tulanten, will not serve abroad, and on returning to civil 
life will receive an additional sum of £10, which, with 
the ordinary bonus, will give them £30 as capital apart 
from any savings they may have made.

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THE SHIFTING OF THE BULLSEYE. 


A series of curious observations have 
been made by Dr. Friedrich Riehl on the 
apparent change of position of the bulls- 
eye on a target during the day. This 
change of position can be observed most ac- 
curately if the shooting range extends from 
north to south, with the target at the north 
end of the range. For instance, he says, 
if a marksman on a windless. cloudless day 
has set his sights so carefully that at 12 
clock in the day a properly aimed bullet 
will hit the center of the bullseye, he will 
tind by repeating the experiment next 
morning—all other things but the hour re- 
maining unchanged—that his shot will be 
marked “high left.” Dr. Riehl has for- 
mulated the following law of the apparent 
hangeability of the bullseye: “The bulls- 
ye is apparently attracted by the position 
f the sun, or of any other luminous point, 
nd apparently during the day follows the 
ourse of the sun in a semi-circular line 
m the target.” He contents himself with 
ifirming this law, leaving the explanation
